HE following is the text of the statement made by Mr. Patrick Duncan 
before joining the Defiance Campaign: “We are approaching the greatest 
crisis in our history. [t is no longer in the power of White South Africa to 








impose an non-White South Africa discriminations based purely on colour, aot 
even by a drastic policy of internments, and within the lifetime of many of us our 


hon. \White fellow citizens will be emancipated. 


“AIL that is in the power of White South Africa is to choose whether the change 
will come with or without violence. Anyone who wishes to know the horrors of 
race-violence should read the history of St. Domingo. On that island 150 years 
ago racc-war transformed what had been the world’s richest colony into. starving, 
superstition-ridden wilderness. If White South Africa turns to-day to naked force 
to preserve the present caste-system it will be held responsible by history for the 
race-war that will probably destroy our country. 








“The African and Indian political movements are to-day pledged to the methods 
of non-violence. That is to say they are putting Christianity into practice. They 
are bravely refusing to consent to oppression; but they in their turn sire refusing 10 
injure their opponents. Such methods point toa furure South Africa which will 
award equal value to persons of all colours, while at the same time allowing free 
dom to groups that wish to remain racially or culturally separate. It will be 
possible. for example. for the Afrikaner people to maintain their group purity 
and culture, while behaving justly to all other South Africans of other 
colours 














“No other movement promises a future like this, and it is reasonable that all 
who love our country should support the two congresses, The only way that I 
can show iy solidarity with them is by participating in the Defiance 
Campaign.

DIPLOMACY FROM GLASS HOUSES 


OVEMBER number of ‘The Forum’ (Johannesburg) writes: Dr, Malnw's 
N tirade against India was a diplomaric blunder of memorable size, {was 
nicely timed ‘for the opening day of the current session of the United 
Nations, and it bore all the marks of full deliberation, To defend South Africa against 
criticism led by India, the Union Government resolved to adopt the old strategy 
that attack is the best form of defence; and, child-like, to ery out, “You're another 
eis a strategy that is bound to fnil. The reasons for its failure should have 
been apparent in advance to anyone with even a limited knowledge of international 
polities. 

For one does not have to claim profound knowledge of the way the world is 
going to recognise that India to-day holds 2 key position in the balance of power 
that divides the world. A glance at the globe shows that Indin lies adjacent to 
both Russia and China as well as next door to such unsettled countries as tr 
and Burma, If India chose in a conflict 10 side with the East rather than the 
West, the whole outlook would be gravely altered. At the present time, India is 
following careful policy not of neutrality, but of independence of hoth the greac 
power blocs of West and East. She declines to commit herself to rither side, 
preferring to judge every international issue on its merits, 

This may or may not be an admirable policy to pursue amid the tensions of 
the times, but it is a policy that India does follow and that she is free to follow. 
Sn these circumstances both Britain and the United States have adjusted them 
selves to the fnet and taken proper account of it in shaping their own attitudes. 

Br. Malan’s blast on the subject of India’s internal problems erashes inte this 
international situation with the delicacy of a bull inéa china shop. It can have 
produced nothing but embarrassment avd dismay among South Africa's friends 
abroad. E 

To make matters worse, Dr. Malan showed himself ignorant about what is 
actually happening inside India, When India attained her full freedom five years 
agy, she set about providing herself with the legal framework of a madera state 
The new constitution, deafied entirely by Indians, includes a bill of human rights. 
The legal status ofthe “untouchable” ovt-castes was revolutionised. The practice 
of “untouchabitity” was abolished and the disabilities formerly auached to it were 
prohibited by law. The power of the new state has indeed been used to fight 
against all forms of religious and racial projudice in India. No doubt things as 
deep-seated as those prejudices will last a long time, No doubt they are not casily 
removed by the mere passage of laws against them. But the incontestable fact 
remains that, under Mr, Nehru’s wise leadership, India is exerting every core that 
a federal Government can make (9 put in order her own huge, untidy house. 

It is true chat people who live in glass houses should not throw stones at their 
neighbours, That is why India has been busy replacing her most exposed glass 
walls with solid brick. South Africa, on the other hand. especially uncer the 
Nationalists, has spent an inordinate amount of energy in extending her glass walls. 
The world keeps looking with surprise through these walls and sending journalists 
to report on the curious building operations, This is the time Dr. Malan has 
chosen to pick up a handful of stones and throw them back at India. (t is an 
action that would be easy to understand in a battle among schoolboys. Ag a 
method of national defence, as a contribution to international order ané security, 
and as a novel departure in diplomacy, these tactics have nothing to commend them:

DR. MALAN’S NEW YEAR MESSAGE 


Rees a New Year message to the people of South Africn on 





New Year's eve, Dr. Malan, the Prime Minister said: "As was the case in 

previous years, [ now again wish to convey on behalf of mysclf and the 
Government our best wishes to all scetions of our people on the occasion of the 
New Year which will presently begin. May an abundant measure of happiness 
and prosperity be your share. 

“The Christmas message of a week ago is still ringing in our ears, It has 
reminded us of the fact that true peace and happiness do not consist in external 
things. On che contrary they consist, in the frst instance, in an inward experience 
born from the right relationship with the Great Unseen and emanating therefrom in 
peace between man and man destined ultimately to culminate in universal peace— 
peace on earth, 

"We pray that this, during the coming year, may be realised in and between 
vs all, and in increasing measure in the whole world in which we live. 

We are indeed living in troubled times. Everywhere in the world at large 
uncertainty and fear prevail. This is proved by the thousands of millions which 
are being spent every year on rearmament, resulting in economic scarcity, 
exhaustion and poverty on a scale unknown before. 
his is accompanied by the continued forging of new weapons with ever 
increasing power of desiruetion and death. Added to this is the disheartening fact 
that the world organisation specially created for the maintenance and promotion of 
world peace is through internal causes obviously becoming more impotent and 
fut 
































“In our own country these world conditions are reflected in unrest in some 
quarters, in deliberate defiance of the Jaw, and in some places even in an appeal 
to force, coupled with the perpetration of shocking atrocities. 

“This is indeed no cheering picture which presents itself to us. For tracing 
the underlying causes this is obviously not the fitting occasion, but standing as we 
do, face to face with the future, our present concern is certainly und fitlingly to try 
to discern as clearly as we ean the beacons which indicate to us the way towards 
that peace and happiness which we desire for each other ond for our country. 
shall confine myself briefly to this last. 
rstly, living 2s we do in a multi-racial country, we must cacognise each 
others’ right of existence unreservedly. South Africa is our common heritage and 
belongs co all of us. 

"Secondly, we must create and maintain conditions in which every population 
group will feel secure in the maintenance and development of what is particularly 
its own, South Alrica must not consist of camps in which one section must find 
it necessary to entrench and defend itself against another. 

“Thirdly, we must all in the first place and above all consider ourselves as 
children of South Africa to which we owe our undivided loyalty and devotion, 

“Fourthly, South Africa as a whole must maintain undefiled her character as 
a partner in the West Christina civilisation, and must consider it as her calling to 
Protect it against attacks from outside and subversion from-within.

along illness, of Mr. J. D. 
Rheinallt Jones. 

For many years he was 
very closely associated with 
the South African Institute 
of Race Relations, which he 
founded and whose presi- 
dent he was when he-died. 
He could be called a cham- 
pion of the rights of the 
man of colour. But in 
being that, he was a cham- 
pion of the old school. He 
recognised the evils in our 
social system. Throughout 
his long public life he be- 
jieved that the group he led 
—a few Africans, Euro- 
peans, Indians and a hand- 
ful of Coloureds — could, 
through discussion, re+ 
search, bulletins, deputa- 
tions and memoranda, build

Liberalism's failure to be 
an effective bridge brought 
into being African National- 
ism; a new force now trying 
to bring the African to the 
position where he cam nego- 
tiate with the Whiteman on. 
terms of equality. As things 
stand to-day, the liberalism 
for which Rheinallt Jones 
stood is definitely on the 
way out But the greatest 
thing is that from the ruins 
of the old, a new liberalism 
ia arising which holds with- 
in itself the promise of 
building a true and durable 
bridge between White and 
non-\Whité men of géodwill, 
This in itself, is 2 magni.

Mr. Alaa “Paton 
bax already drawa’ attention io 
the January ‘Forum’ 10 the ex- 
tensive teatmeat of Afrikaser- 
Boitish relations and the almost 
complete evasion of all otber 
racisl problems, Not only is the 
Native Legitlation of 1936, deal 
ing with the Cape franchise, the 
Native Represeautive Couoci) 
sod the Native Trust, sever 
mentioned: neither ix the 1913, 
Native Land Act, the Native 
Afhirs Act ef 1920, the Native 
(Urban Areas) Act of 1945, Yer 
all these important measures were 
panied by 2 Gaverament of which 
Seu was rither Premier 
viewPremiee (in fet, if not io 
name). The Asiatic Represeata~ 

aad Land Teoure Act of 
1946 is briefly 20d inadequately 
discussed. Notbiog ia the book 
suggeata that Smuts had 2 cober- 
eat, ryzoptic visio of racial 
problems, such a5 cbaracterised 
hhis approach to all other subjects, 
Ieis bard to say whether Smuts 
‘was deliberately bliad (or rather, 

1) 00 racial asia, eealisiog 
Importaace (if aot, perhaps, 
tbeie urgency) sed koping that 
the logic of events would even 
uuslly” convince 2 notoriously 
short-sighted electorate, Certainly 
ruch 2 view accords with bie 
attitude to some otber matters, 
where patience seemed 0 bie 
the better part of political wisdom, 
But there is no doubt that, if hi 
‘was his real jatention he rao. the 
risk of leaving bis party stranded 
ina racial crisis without (f his 
own deep perception of realities 
bad been lost to it) any guidiog 
riaciples on which ro bare its 
policies. This is the harvest we 
are reaping today. Tn 2ll fairanss 
re should perhaps allow that, if 
the Gmporiance of this subject 
sbould never have been io doubt, 
its drgency has only become 
apparent io the Sve years since 
Geoeral Smute lost office.

1 
cannot say that tbis is 30 unt 
coodeesation of his father's 
opinions, bur I wonder if Mr. 
Smuts bas really defined tbem 
coreectly. The extracts from 
Geoteal Smuts’ lecturer 00 tbe 
next five pages certainly suggest 
2 brid, tolersot pateraalises 
towards the rural Africios. But 
on p. 312 he puts his Goger with 
‘eis usual unerriog acumen for 
the crux of a matter oa the ques- 
tioo of the detribalised, uebae 
African population, which he 
reeogaised to be (depeoding how 
ie ig bandied) the creative or 
destructive element ia the evolur 
tion of a mixed society. Te this 
lem the quoted extracts of 
bis lectures offer no solution, 
Smuts being seemingly divided 
in his mind between the eco- 
nomic (nefficieacy of migesnt 
labour and the social conse- 
quences of integeat

herited some of the prejudices of 
his prople 20d he had 10 bow to 
others, with which be did not 
wholly agree in order to earry 00.

even 2s he pegged Tadian resid- 
ence rights in 1946, be offered 
yome sort of parliameatary re- 
prescotstion af welll T am not 
suggestion that it was a. fair 
exchange or that the Jadians could 
do other than refuse it, merely 
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instance it as an example of is 
mind reaching forward despite its 
ligitations and the reluctance of 
supporters to some new situa+ 
tion. His mind war always ad- 
vanciog, while those of 
his countrymen were stat 
full retceat. Trecall-th 
he said (hat our nos-European 
policy must be bated on “he 
granite bedrock of the Christion 
yaoral code," which for him was 
liberal-bumaaist sor Calvinist- 
predestinariao, and I like to thiol 
that, facing the sort of situation 
we ‘have brought on oureelves 
today, he would have applied the 
following doctrine (o all men (21 
Hofmeye taught him) in the same 
manner that he applied it to the 
defeated oatioes of Europe

Smuts’ other blind spot was 
the bread-aad butler issues which 
mean s0 much to iadusteial labour. 
He wos iovolved in labour 
troubles io 1913, 1914, 1919, 
1922 3 and again io 1947. Oo 
no occasion, so far as this book 
shows, was’ be really concerned 
with the basie causes of the 
nest; and his tactica of “shaw 
dowar" and "teaching lessons" 
(the phases are are bis s00's) 
Were both clumsy a6 inhumane, 
They helped to lose him two 
elections. In this respect there 
ia a certain parallel with his geeat 
contemporary aad friend, Winston 
Churebill. Smuts" views on the 
Mines 20d Works Act Amend: 
ment Act of 1925, wbich ia. 
troduced the statutory industrial 
colour bar, is never discussed 
the book ver is the Act qeo- 
tioved. 

Tis pleasant ta tura feom theze 
weakaessesto the great aspects of 
this uoquestioaably great_man— 
fone of the greatest of our lifetime. 
T peed not dwell on bis services 
to the Usio, the Commonweal, 
the League of Nations and tbe 
United Nations, since these have 
bee frequently and deservedly 
praised. Pechaps Smuts was at 
bie brillisat best ia 1919. Though 
bbe failed 10 iofluence the Ver- 
sailles Peace settlement decisively, 
he correctly prophesied where it 
would fsil 304 why. Nor need 
gee on the many delightful 
seeoes of hia ith his family and 
hhis grandchildren, which bave 
been widely quoted by reviewers. 















































Rather lec me close these two

CLASS WAR AND COMMUNISM 


(Mahatma Gandhi) 


‘M and communism of the West are based on certain conceptions 





OCIALIS 
F which are fundamentally different {rom ours, One such conception is their 


belief in the essential selfishness of human nature, Ido not subscribe to it 
for I kuow that the essential difference between man and the brute is that the 
former can respond to the call of the spirit in him, can rise superior to the passions 
that he owns in common with the bruce and, therelore, superior to selfishness and 
violence, which belong to the brute nature and not to the immortal spirit of man, 
‘That is the fundamental conception of Hinduism, which has years of penance and 
austerity at the back of discovery of this truth. That is why, whilst we have had 
saints who have worn out their bodies and laid down their lives in order to explore 
the secrets of the soul, we have had none, as in the West, who laid down their lives 
in exploring the remotest or the highest regions of the earth. Our socialism or 
communism should, therefore, be based on non-violence and on harmonious co- 
operation of labour and capital, landlord and tenant. 
Ryots themselves have no greater ambition than to live in peace and freedom 
and they will never grudge your possession of property provided you use it for 
them. 

















All exploitation is based on co-operation, willing or forced. of the exploited. 
However much we may detest admitting it, the fact remains that there would he no 
exploitation if people refuse to obey the exploiter. Hut self comes in and we hug 
the chains that bind us. ‘This must cease. What is needed is not the eatinction 
of landlords and capitalists, but a transformation of the existing relationship be- 
tween them and the masses into something healthier and purer. 


Let us not be obsessed with catchwords and seductive slogans imported from 
the West. Have we not our distinct Eastern tradiuon? Are we not capable of 
finding our own solution to the question of capital and labour? What is the sys- 
tem of varnavirama but of harmonizing the difference between high and 
low, as well as between capital and fabour? All that comes from the West on this 
subject is tarred with the brush of violence. T object to it because 1 have seen the 
wreckage that lies at the end of this road. The more thinking set even in the 
West to-day stand aghast at the abyss for which their system is heading. And I 
owe whatever influence I have in the West to my ceaseless endeavour to find a 
solution which promises an escape from the vicious circle of violence and exploita- 
T have been a sympathetic student of the Western social order and I have 
discovered that underlying the fever that fills the soul of the West there is a rest- 
Jess search for truth. I value that spirit. Let us study our Eastern institutions in 
that spirit of scientific enquiry and we sholl, evolve a truer socialism and a truer 
‘communism than the world has yet dreamed of. It is surely wrong to presume 
that Western socialism or communism is the last word on the question of mass 
poverty,

Apart from the practical diff.

defensible since it would be an 
attack on individual freedom and 
Iiberty—a flagrant breach of the 
basic principles. of democracy.

towards the Whitemen 23 group. 
Quite a oumber of elections have 
beea won, particularly by Afti- 
kaansspeaking members ef ea- 
tionalistic persuasion, this way. 
‘The Minister keew full well that 
by telling the urrearoning and 
gullible White voter in this coun 
tty the blood-curdling things 
about the White Catholic Sister's 
death, every Whiteman, barring a 
few intelligent and independest- 
minded, would swallow his story 
hholus-bolus and see in every 
African a Gannibal ia Western 
clothes, That would pay band- 
some ballot-box divideods. He 
was not interested in the harm 
this would do both to the Aftican 
and the White commusity. He 
was interested in preparing for 
the elections 2nd creating a wave 
of racial hysteria which would 
sweep hia and bis party back to 
power. 

For this reason, it ix absolutely 
imperative that the true faces of 
the situation should be more 
widely known. Fiestly, a few 
hours after the riots Dr. J. L. Z. 
Nioogwe, President of the Cape 
braneb of the African National 
Congress, called forts fora judicial 
inquiry to ascertain the real esuses 
of the riots, There was informa: 
tion at bis disposal which be 
wanted to place en record before 
such a tribunal. 

Speaking, weeks later, at Odea 
daalsrus, Ds, Malan elected De. 
Njongwe's demand on the score 
tbat judicial inquiry would be 
used fo put all the blame oa the 
Police! This was a very shocking 
admission from the Prime Miais- 
tee. Te was shocking alo because 
it was a0 unfaie slur on the judi- 
Gary itself. The Prime Misister 
apparently did not trust a single 
judge io the Union of South 
‘Africa to sift fact from propa 
ftda and serve at a fale tod 
impartial assessment of the geal 
‘causes of the rots. After refusing 
‘to ascertain the facts publicly, che 
Minister of Justice comes forward 
with his, Borror stories. Who 
does be think be will fool with 
these, except the Blind whom be 
‘and the Prime Minister lead?

HE discussion of some sore 
points io the essential solidar- 
fay of the Jadian and African 
communities in Sour Africa was

Prime Minister Nehru Clarifies 
India’s Foreign Policy 


EPLYING to the Debate in the Council of States ou the Pesident's address 

India’s foreign policy. He said, “We have a strong desire to jrevent 
catastrophes happening in the world, wars happening in the world and where 
possible to help in the general’ progress of humanity. 

Mr.-Nebru said that the policy that had been followed had been of friendship 
‘with all countries of the world.” We ean say with confidence that there is wu 
country which is really hostile to us, Some may be more friendly some « litte 
less (riendly." 

Mr, Nehru said a country’s foreign policy was a combination of a number of 
foreign policies apart from general outlook, In regard to different countries they 
Nad to deal with different circumstances. Generally speaking Indin’s policy was 
continuation of what they had thought of during their struggle for independence 
though it had to be varied according to circumstances, he said, 

Speaking of India's independent approach to world affairs Mr, Nehru denied 
the'charge that India was tied to the Anglo-U.S. bloc. Me said, “Tying up 
means giving up one’s sovercign independent right of having a policy and following, 
somebody else’s'policy. I do not think that any self-respecting person would like 
to say about his country that it should just follow someone else's dictates. I: docs 
not need much argument in the Council or outside in the country to justify that 
India is not tied up with any bloc.” 

Mr. Nehru referred to the method India bad adopted for pursuing its policy 
and said, “We have tried nat to join the new diplomatic game of shouting, de- 
faming and cursing other countries, ‘That does not mean we agree with what they

The building of a Christian social order in this countey demands that we pray 
and work more vigorously for the overcoming of mutval fears, misunderstanding 
and prejidices, as well as the progressive removal of discrimination and develop: 
ment of fuller participation by the nen-European in the life of the community. 

Werwvish to sharevin the protest made by other Christian and liberal groups 
‘Safety Act and the Criminal Law Amendmenc Act, and strongly 
‘urge’ instead the opening up of channels of consultation and understanding 10 
remove the causes of tension, In the absence of any effective constitutional means 
for the non-Europeans to make their protest, we feel strongly that means must be 
found, and found quickly, within the law, whereby the voice of the non-luropean 
shall be heard and heeded. We shall give our utmost support to any and every

Some- 
ise, therefore, the Nationalists 
wiltty to get around the entrench- 
ed cliuser of the Constitution by 
crating 50 new senatosbips 10 
bbe filed by goverament cominees, 
r by introducing legislarioa 10 
abelinb the testing rights of the 
courts, But whatever they do 
willbe a breach of the Law aod 
the Union cormpact; the White 
Opporition will be back where it 
today, ready 10 resist illegal 
seuures by every legal reeane 
snd ts meet force with force if 
the goveramest tries to impose 
invild legislation.

OPENING the Conference of 

the Commonwealth Advisory 
Committee on Defence Science 
in New Delhi recently Prime

Analysis of Soviet foreign policy 
frequently overlooks one basic 
consideratioa which should never 
be forgotten. While it is true of 
all countries that domestic and 
foreign policies are contingent 
fone upon the other, in the case 
of Russia they are inseparable ia 
amuch geeater degree. 

Almost all Soviet utterances on 
forciga policy, and even their 
major policy proposals are in- 
tended primarily for domestic 
purpates, 

Tins has been noticeably true 
in the case of the whole Com 
munist-inspired peace campaige 
but applies just az much to the 
recent anti-Jewish developments. 

Apyone doubting the intrinsic 
propaganda nature of | Soviet 
foreiga policy bas only to con- 
sider for a moment bow 4 vast 
personal dictatorsbip could be 
maintained without ‘immense 
consolidation every minute of the 
day and night, This is only 
to say that much of the bewilder- 
ment caused to the outside world 
by the frequent somersaults of 
Soviet foreign policy disappears 
whea it is considered in its 
proper context—namely, as driv- 
ing. from, and being directed 
to, home purposes. 






































Short-Cuts To Power 


But thir has a direct bearing 
on the present transition.

Or will they rise to the chal- 
lenge presented now, and by 

isdom combined ‘with en- 
lightened diplomacy devise a 

(uation in which the future 
Soviet dictater will find all bis 
Personal and national advantage 
in working to create good re- 
lations with the rest of the 
world? 

We can scarcely hope that 
public opinion in Russia, by now 
probably quite atrophied’ through 
prolonged inhibition in such 
matters, will determined  Stali 
ultimate succestor. The gt 
and most conflicting—in- 
fluences will emanate from the 
leading factions within the coun- 
try, generally reckoned 23 being

of the past.”

They 
meant what they said and 
did what they said. Truth 
was on their side. The 
United Party, who form 
‘the bulk of the English- 
‘speaking people, were hypo- 
crites. They had no defi- 
nite policy. What hurt 
them about the entrenched 
clauses in the Constieution 
was the way their own rights 
and interests were being en- 
dangered, not how the non- 
Whites were faring, They: 
did not stand even by the 
old Cape policy of “equal 
Fights for all civilised 
people.” Had their- own 
interests not been jeopar- 
dised and had the non- 
Whites alone been affected 
they would have stood 

































squarely with the Ni 
ists. 

Frankly speaking this 
country is doomed to de- 
struction because of the 
utter hypocricy on the part 
of the English-speaking 
people and utterly narrow 
nationalism on the part 
of the Afrikaans-speaking 
people, who honestly be- 
lieve that the non-Whites 
who represent five times the 
Union's population are de- 
stined to be the “hewers of 
wood and drawers of water” 
of the White man, All 
this is against the principles 
of Christianity on which 
their policy is claimed to 
have been based and ag: 
the principles of all reti- 
gions. If there is a God 
no country in the world 
with such a policy can 
survive and history teaches 
us that none has sur- 
vived. 

There are dark days 
ahead of this fair land 
blessed with ali the re- 
sources one could desire. 
If those resources were 
wisely utilised there is not 
the least doubt that this 
land would be like a heaven 
on earth, But because of 
the selfishness, greed, false 
pride and’ power-madness 
of a few, who are out to 
crush humanity to satisly 
their own evil desires, it is 
doomed to,be turned into a 
hell, That ina nutshell is 
our reading of the whole 
situation in South Africa, 

What, in the circum. 
stances, are the non-Whites, 
whoare the victims of this 
oppression, going to do? 
That is the question which 























tyrant, for he knows not 
what he is doing. In 
light he believes he is doing, 
the right thing. We who 
claim to. know better and 
believe that he is doing the 
wrong thing, may not give 
way to hate and resort co 
methods that he is employ- 
ing against us, but have 
pity on him and firmly re- 
fusing to bend to his will 
Fray to God for His mercy 
and wise guidance. ‘That 
is the essence of Passive 
resistance, which is based 
fon absolute Love, Truth 
and Non-violence. The 
time has come when we shall 
have to bear the Cros as 
Christ did, drink the cup of 
poison as Socrates di 

brace the burning pillar as 
Pralhad did. 

Be it remembered the 
Government is 
now fully armed co fight us. 
We are doomed unless we 
arm ourselves with asuperior 
weapon. ‘That weapon is 
non-violent resistance. But 
let us also not forget that the 
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successful use of that wea 
pon demands a very strict 
code of self-discipline. Un- 
less we undergo that the 
weapon will not work. If 
we have mastered it it will 
never fail us even under the 
direst circumstances, 

We do not think we 
should engage ourselves 
merely in violating laws to 
court arrest. A great deal 
of constructive work needs 
to be dose among our 
people, such as educating 
them to give up all evil 
habits such. as drinking, 
gambling and many other 
social evils, to. become self: 
reliant, which they ean only 
do by reducing their re- 
quirements to the  barest 
minimum and to lead clean 
and honest lives. The leaders 
will have to begin by teach- 
ing themselves many of 
these things so as to set 
an example to others. If 
they think that these are 
things of no consequence 
and that they are at 
liberty to lead a licencious 
life with no self-resteaint, 
we fear they do not 
know the rudiments of 
atyagraha,” (Force of 
Truth) which is the true 
meaning of "Passive Resist- 
ance.” We must therefore 
not take ‘ony hasty action 
but think calmly and make 
cur foture plans wisely,

The Roots Of Danger Of Dehumanization 
In Modern Society 


(Rene Fullep-Miller U.S.A.) 





{Rene Fullop-Miller, is the writer of the famous book “Lenin and Gandhi 
He is a close student of modern society and the sew trends in civilization that are 
taking shape in the West under the revolutionary impact of modern scienee, art, 
psychology. patties and social philosophy. The resuks of such study was recently 
given by him in one of his lectures in America from which the following, extracts 
ace given:) 












HIE politicians are worrying about the bankruptcy of our economic or 
impending danger; the bankruptey which threatens the dignity of man. 

There has searcely been a time when man was as insecure as he is today. 
The insecurity which bothers us is not only outside, it is also within ourselves. It 
is part of us, And we often wonder whether there is not a guidepost that will 
point a way toa meaningful, harpy and creative kind of life. 

Since we have become unaccustomed to think for ourselves we look for some 
ready-made programme, which will solve our problems. After all, there are pro- 
grammes which were worked out by the keenest minds and which aimed at pro- 
viding for the needs and happiness of men. Perhaps all we have to do is to fall 
back ona programme and stick to it, Tut let us look at these programmes a 
more closely to see what they promised and check which promises they kept. 

‘The programme that is closest and dearest to us is of course that of demo- 
eracy, which offered to uphold the sacredness of the individual. This offer was 
based on good foundations: it derived from the ideals of Christianity and from the 
humanism of the Enlightenment. When the original offer arrived a great many 
people put in their order for democracy. When the yoods were delivered, they 
received the right.o vote, trial by free gress, celigious (reedom, the freedom 
to choose their jobs and the freedom to speak their minds. They also got bread 
and'shelter and many commodities which made life easier. 

On the surface the order seemed to be filled neatly, but underneath there w:s 
an unordered item; economic man. This led 10a brand of capitalism which taid 
too much stress on purely material security, and too little stress on inner security: 
too much stress on the capacity to produce goods and tou little stress on the eapa. 
ity of leading a purposeful life. And in the end the promised happiness was still 
wanting. 3 

Then there was another offer made by socialism which came along tater and 
tried (0 outbid its liberal democratic competitor. The socialist bid sounded good 
and convincing, so a lot of people filled out the order blank. But the international 
shipment ran imo difficulty and eventually there was a change in management, 
The Bolsheviks took over most of the out, and their I effer read no less 
appeatingly.

sistance, After sitting in closed 
session uotil midnight the con 
ference, which consisted of re- 
presentatives of the African Con 
gresses of Northern Rbodesu, 
Nyasaland, the Nyasaland Chiefs! 
Council, and the Southern Rho- 
desi ‘All-Afrien Convention, 
igeued a statement reafliemiog 
opposition to Federation. It did 
ot, however, put forward any 
alternative scheme. The state- 
‘ment appealed to members of the 
Parliament to grast re- 
presentatives of African organi 
sations in Centeal Africa a beating 
before the enabling Bill for fe 
eration was passed. Tt said

tude" to its logical conclusion 
and thus exposed its immorality)s 
the Suppression of Comm 
Act and the two Swart Acts 
Perhaps nothing more devas 
tatingly illusteated the lack of 
principles guidicg U.P. policy 
than the party's equivocal attitude 
to these Ist two Acts and the 
division lists on the Group Areas 
‘Act and the Native Laws Amend~ 
ment Act.

Finally, let us be clear sbout 
the purpose cf a liberal policy.

HE third feature of British

‘Then the en- 
forcement of laws that discrimi- 
nate apainst black or brown people 
encourages the growth of further 
prejudice against them because 
such people are seldom seen in 
exactly the same human situations 
for places as white people. By 
experiment and research ia the 
United States, Americans have 
reached the conclusion that dis 
crimination breeds prejudice. 

‘The Government of 2 colony 
must therefore itself have a posi= 
tive policy in thie field. Tt can 
‘not remain neutral and passive in 
the face ¢f commercial er social 
practices that are calculated to 
encourage the growth of racial 
antagonism. 

‘What could the Government 
do? It could, in the first place, 
aunounce that new licences will 
not be given, or old ones renewed, 
where hotels, restaurants, cinsmas, 
or shops and similar public places 
refuse to provide equal amenities 
for all civilised people regardless 
of their race. Tt could, secondly, 
announce that it will not itself ia 
future prac couatenance 
racial discrimination ia any shape 
or for 

Americans, to theie great credit 
have devoted alot of thought to 
ghese problems of racial relations.

in. Acceptance of any such 
theory means endorsing in prac- 
ice a policy of racial separ: 
or apartheid, az it is called in 
South Africa, where it has 
brought indignity and misery 10 
countless men and women whose 
only offence is the colour of their 
skin. Certainly no one who 
accepts social segregation or racial 
segregation io principle has any 
moral eight to eritici 
pursued in So 
Although the tradition of the 
British common law also runs 
contrary to racial discrimination, 
administrative practices and cus- 
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toms recogaising discrimination 
Ihave been allowed to grow up ia 
the colonies, partly because they 
are seldom challenged in the 
courts. Without entering into 
egal technicalities here, it must 
bbe said that experience both in 
South Africa and in the United 
States shows that the etrongest 
protection for a policy of equal 
rights regardless of race would be 
3 comprehensive, overriding con- 
stitutional declaration by Parliae 
ment affirming the principle in 
‘the most unequivocal terms. 

A declaration to this effect 
made throughout East and Cen- 
tral Africa would be 3 historic 
Iandmark in progress along the 
road to racial freedom and human 
enlightenment in the dark con- 

Nor would any new departure 
of policy be involved in such a 
declaeation. Neither the Labour 
nor the Conservative Party has 
ever accepted the need for racial 
discrimination. On the conteary, 
no Member of Parliament of any 
party wauld dare (@ stand up at 
Westminister and say he favoured 
racial discrimination in taw or in 
sociat life. In theory Britain has 
never supported distinctions based 
on race. Yet in practice such 
dietinetions are common enous 
in some of her dependencies. 
There is in fact a striking con- 
feast between British — political 
theory and British administeative 
practice, As long as this con- 
trast continues, British good faith 
vill be doubted by the rest of the 
world and Britain will be #1 
pected, a3 she is by many

‘That can be done not by 
hot-headedness but cool- 
headedness. Unfortunately 
for Africa the reins seem to 
have fallen ia the hands of 
hot-heads. Mau Mau can 
be out Mau Maued only by 
adopting other than Mau 
Mau methods.

Iris importaac to remember that 
the policies prevailing in South 
Africa have atmays bees challesged 
in South Attica by some South 
Alvicans, however few ie number. 

Prevailiog British poticy was 
likewise eballenged in Beitaio. in 
the early part of the 191h century, 
at the time of the campaigo 
agaiast slavery. A baod of cour 
ageous and determined men chal- 
leoged the jostitution of slavery 
which was accepted by Church 
and State aod supported by pub- 
Weopinion. “The British sati- 
slivery movemest,"” says Pro- 
fessor Coupland, “supplied the 
jospiration’ and ‘inceative of 2 
Bret popular tradition. The

‘The Liberal Party offers to all South Africans a political home; but above all 
it offers to enfranchised White South Africans an oportunity to break loose from 
the past and to step forward with like-minded men and women towards a more just 
and sensible goal. ‘ 
| The break with the United Party, however regrettable, was bound to come.

‘We cannot say that the Adminis- 
tration has discharged its respon- 
sibility ia ite entirety in respect of 
the Indian children. Te is not my 
purpose this morning to quarrel 
with the Administration in this 
regard but rather (0 state a fact 
in order“that the Administration 

ill more readily appreciate the 
justness of the ease that this con- 
ference will be asked to deal with, 

At the same time it would be 
ungrateful of the Tadian com- 
munity were it not to adwit the 
part played by the Administration 
io recent years ip the cause of 
Tadiao education, The building 
frant has been increased from 33 
and one-third per cent to 50 per 
cent resulting in the building 
Progcamme being stepped up, a 

‘hers’ Training College at 
Springfield and a Government 
Primary School at Clairwood had 
been erected. We learn that soon 
2 secondary school is tobe erected 
St Clairwood. ‘Then again the 
scales of salaries of the Indian 
‘Teachers had been increased to a 
degree. This progress is due to 
the sympathetic suiude shown 
by the present Provincial Ad- 
ministration. 

Notwithstanding the enormous 
sacrifices of cur people and. the 
assistance we bave reteived from 
the Administration there is a big

Mr. J. N. Singh's Speech 


‘Mr. J. N. Singh, the General 
Secretary of the Natal Toi 
Congress, in the course of bis

It 
thad discharged that esponsibility 
fully as far as the European sec- 
tion was concerned. Every child 
was ar school and there was legis 
Jation to provide for compulsory 
education.

Root Cause—Discri- 
mination 
_ “The root cause for the 
sent crisis bad been the di 
crimication in the financing o 
education, For 20 years since 
1945, education wan 
subsidised at the rate of £5 5.0. 
for each Indian child at schocl 
and £16 7. 6, for each European 
i. This discrimination was 
even greater when it was coupled 
with the fact that the European 
child was compulsorily in school 
and thousands of pounds wee 
lost in subsidies because thou- 
sande of Indian childred were 
not at scheol. ‘The leeway lost 
during these. 20 years has not 
been made up, The Administra 
tion has contiaued its policy of 
discrinination with the result 
that even today much more is 
spent on European education 
‘even though the schoo! popula- 
tion has been almost equivalent. 
For instance in 1950-51 £713,000 
was spent ou Indian education 
and ov:r one million 500 thou- 
sand pounds on European eduea- 
on with an additional £217,000 
‘on European hostels and £24,000 
on bursaries. This ig not’ an 
fsolated instance. In 1947-1948 
£541,148 was spent ea Indian 
educstion and just over two 
million pounds en European 
education although duriog these 
yearsthe demand and needs of 
Tadian education were more 
pressing than European education 
whe strength for our demands 
for more Government schools 
and greater school building geants 
rested on justice backed up by 
facts rather thin on emotional 
ism—which toa could be excused 
because it was human to get 
emotional when thousands of our 
children were crying “out for 
more achool:

Cachalia, joint General Secretary 
of the ‘South African Indian 
Congress and of the Joint Action 
Committee of the African Na- 
tional Congress and the South 
African Indian Congress} allegedly 
for attending a mecting i 
travention of a ban by the Miaister 
of Justice under the Suppression 
of Communism Acc; Mr. A. Me 
‘Kathrada, Chairman of the Todian 
Youth Congress; Mr. T. N. 
Naidoo, Vice-President of the

They mounted the platform 
and removed Mr. Cachalis, a

Father Trevor Huddleston,

‘He emphasised, like most other 
Gelegates, that though the people 
of Indian origin in Mauritius now 
formed a majority of the popula 
tion, they bad no desire what~ 
soever, to use their majority 
taking over the political control 
of the Island, to the deiciment of

‘The Tadians in Mauritius did 
not look to India, where political 
Toyalty was concerned, and that 
most of them having been born 
in Mauritius and having made 
their homes there, were now 
iving in the Island of Mauri 
and owing their political loyalty 
to the country which they bad 
made their their home. 

‘That did not mean, that they 
forgot the great spiritual and cul- 
tural heritage of heir ancestors, 
and were determined to cont 
bute to the best of their ability,

wearily, but could not find a 
suitable sight. The ridge was 
covered with difficult snow.

Two 
collectors were arrested, 

The meeting had been called 
by the Co-ordisating Committee 
Of People’s Organization, and 
was held for two hours 
in the rain. A. procession that 
as to bave takea place after 
the meeting was cancelled be- 
cause of the unfavourable 
weather. 

About 2 dozen men held aloft 
banners 20d placards with 
such as, “Location 
demoed’ Life," “Don't Destroy 
Que Lives” and “We Oaly Want 
to Live in Pesce.” 

When the detective took the 
collecting-boxes to their ear, 
‘Ms. J. N'Katlo, the chairman, 
appeaied to those present not to 
take any notice of the incident, 
nor to gather round the car. 

Mr, Thomas Ngwenys, an offi- 
cial of the African National Con- 
gre3s, told the ‘Cape Times’ after 
the mecting that two of the col- 
lectora had been arrested and be 
bad obtained a receipt from the 
detectives for the money—more 
than £2—that the boxes had con- 
tained.

wherewithal to supply all his natural wants and no more. For example, if 

one man has a weak digestion and requires only a quarter of a pound of 
Nour for his bread and another needs a pound, both should be in a position to 
satisfy their‘wants. 

‘To bring this ideal into being the entire social order has got to be recon- 
structed, A society based on non-violence cannot nurture any other ideal. We 
may not perhaps be able to realize the goal, but we must bear it in mind and work 

nceasingly to near it. ‘To the same extent as we progress towards our goal we 
shall find contentment and happiness, and to that extent, too, shall we have con- 
tributed towards the bringing: into being of a non-violent society. 

Now let us consider how equal distribution can be brought about through 
non-violence. ‘The first step towards it is for him who has made this ideal part of 
his being to bring about the necessary changes in his personal life. Me would 
reduce his wants to a minimum, bearing in mind the poverty of India. His earnings 
would be frev of dishonesty. The desire for speculation would be renounced. His 
habitation would be in keeping with his new mode of life.

Indeed at the root of this doctrine of equal distribution must lie that of the 
trusteeship of the wealthy for superfluous wealth possessed by them. For accord- 
ing to the doctrine they may not possess a rupee more than their neighbours, How 
is this to be brought about? Non-violently? Or should the wealthy be dispos- 
sessed of their possessions? To do this we would naturally have to resort to 
violence, “This violent uction cannot benefit society. Society will be the poorer, 
for it will lose the gifts of a man who knows how to accumulate wealth. Therefore 
the non-violent way is evidently superior. ‘The tich man will be left in_possessi 
of his wealth, of which he will use what he reasonably requires for his personal 
needs and will act as a trustee for the remainder to be used for the society. In 
this argument, honesty on the part of the trustee is assumed, 

If, however, in spite of the utmost effort, the rich do not become guardians of 
the poor in the true sense of the term and the latter are more and more crushed 
and die of hunger, what is to be done? In trying to find the solution to this riddle 
1 have lighted on non-violent non-co-eperation and civil disobedience as the right 
and infallible means. ‘The rich cannot accumulate wealth without the co-operation 
of the poor in society. If this knowledge were to penetrate to and spread amongst 
the poor, they would become strong and would learn how. to free themselves by 
means of non-violence from the crushing inequalities which have brought them to 
the verge of starvation,

HESE words might have 

beea spoken dutiog the 
preseat session of Parliament 
Ta fact, they were spoken a 
hundred and one years ago—on 
March 9, 1853, by the Attorney- 
General, William Porter, speake 
fog in the Legislative Council 
of the Cape Colony. 

Porter was taking part io a 
Ashate on the dealt Constitution 
which wis shortly to confer 
representative governdlent on 
the colony. The qurstin was 
raised shethec this Brst Consti- 
tution should er should not 
embody a colour bar in respec 











Tas colonies 
vee, not without some 
dusseotiog ‘voices, decided to 
sek Beitnin to frame the Consti: 
tution without a colour bar, 
The first franchise war eecord 
ingly open to all, regardless of 
race or colour, who earaed £59 
n year in 'wapes or who occupied, 
xed property valued at £25. 
In tha ceatury that has passed. 
since William Porter spoke, 
South Africans have continued 
to debate the question of the 
terms of the franchise, » question 
that reaches to the roots of 
South African democracy. 


‘Twenty-five yerrs ago, Lefore 
the general election of 1929, 
the subject of the common 
‘voters’ roll was kesoly debated 
on the platiorm and in the 
press, The controversy wi 

enlually closed whea ‘the 
tives Representation Act was 
paused by a two thirds majority 
in 1936. Today, the formation 
of the Liberal Party, committed 
to a pop racial franchise, has 
fence agaic reopened the an- 
cient controversy. 

Everyone holds a2 opinion on 
the question who should and 
who should not have the vote. 
Whereas all other political su, 
jects tend to bero xe tevbaical 
and complicated under 
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cussion, the question of the” 
franchise seems, by contrast, to 
bea delightfully simple one, 


But it ie not really a sicaple 
isgue ion plural. society. At 
the preseot time three. alterna: 
tive, policies are discernible. 
First, there ave these, mainly to 
be found io the United Party, 
who stand by the present system 
of communal representation 
hich enables Africans to elect 
three white members to the 
House of Assembly. The Labour 
Porty early this year declared 
felt io favour of extending 
this system to Africans outside 
the Cape. province. Secondl 
there are those, now mainly 
the new Liberal Party, who 
have revived aod adopted the 
historic Cape slogan of “equal 
Figbte for all. civilised meo, 
{Tbis policy implies some Riod 
o* educational, if aot economic, 
Guslification nad is commonly 
Eilled the loaded franchise, 
ip when the same qualifies 
3 opplies to Europeans. 
Thicaly, there is the reneral 
view taken by non-Europeant 
Weaselves, especiaily —thore 
organised in the African nod 
Todian Natioaal Congresses, 
whe are ioclined to aim at 
some Kind of usiverss1 ndult 
fulleage. 

There are maoy illusions, 
statistical oad other, about the 
Bctual way io which these 
fltcrontive. electoral systems 
Srould work. Let us consider 
the bistoriea! evidence regarding 
the comeon roll.

g0.0c0 Africans in the whol 
Union pass standard six every 
yenr. Dispersed throughout the 
Zountey, they could hurdly affect 
the rerait of an election in mere 
thao a handfol of constituencies 
ft the most: It most be re- 
membered that the white elec- 
torate has increased to over 
7,690,000, and coatinues, thanks 
to the birth rate to incren 
more ropidly than any increase 
to be expected in the African 
yote.

Such ‘corisideiations sre cer.

They 
alto realise that in the past, and 
to this day, Europeans have 
bent their mind: to devisiog 
techniques calculated to retard, 
not encourage, the emergence 
of Africans ar a pelitical forces 
That is why Africans are now 
suspicious of any simple device,

And.worth while ends are 
for the most part social ends 
The human relationships deve- 
loped by such labour constitute a 
volume of personal, and social 
wealth that is beyond computa- 
tion, In this process of self-out- 
pouring the self is constantly 
being realised at higher levels. 

















Primary Aim 

Ir follows that the primary aim 
of every community, of every 
Government, should be to pro- 
Vide the conditions whereia all its 
members may express themselves 
to the utmost in their daily 
labour and of every religious and 
cultural institution to teach the 
rising generation the art of doing 
that. 

We thus arrive at a basic lave, 
that they who lose, or give, their

“The latter is an economy of the 
spirit and calls for the culture of 
the whole man, whereas the for- 
mer is a cash economy which 
demoads a bigh percentage of 
fragmented workers. Take a 
glance at our industrial practices 
to day! 

What, in effect, the majority of 
industrialists now say to the boys 
and girls whom the Education 
‘Authorities hand over to them 
every year is this: “It is really 
very little we atk of you. This is 
the machine age, and machinery 
makes work light and easy. All 
we ask of you is the use of one or 
two tiny bits of your organism, 
With the rest you can do what 
you like, You may dream while 
you work, or sing, or talk, or just 
chew gum. We want you to be 
happy. Music will be on tap if 
you want it. We shall pay you 
well zo that you may go (@ the 
pictures, dress well, or what you 
will. Keep the machizes going, 
avoid biold-ups, and all will be 
well”

fusetion at 2 subshuman level. 
‘That the method "succeeds" ia to 
our shame, 

Criminologists are increasingly 
coming to the conclusion that re- 
petitive industrial processes are 
‘one of the chief causes of crime 
to-day. Two Swiss Professors ia 
ciminology 2nd Mental Hygiene 
stated in an article which appe: 
ed in the frst issue of the British 
Journal of Delinquency, that 2: 
“serious source of aggression is 
the mental state of many who ate 
caught up by modera techniques 
of production, particularly work- 
ers stationed along conveyor lines, 
where it is almost impossible for 
any human being 10 sublimate 
and satisfy bis affections, his love 
and aggressiveness by work, This 
emotional starvation, the desire 
for real life, eannot be fed with 
substitutes, with Holywood films, 
mass meetings and eime stories."t

HE Natal Indian Teachers’ 
‘Society may well feel proud 

of itself for the magnificent con~ 
tribution of £500 per momth it is 
making towards Todian education 
in the atheme of raising a School 
Trust Fuad of £300,000 launched 
by it. Ie is an unique thing in 
the bistory of South Africa for 
no public organisation is so far 
known to have made such » woo 
erful gesture of self-sacrifice. It 
cannot now be said that our 
brethren in the teaching profes- 
sion are seeking only their own 
sual welfare, The tribute 
to them at the opening of 
fheie well atteaded conference last 
week by Mc. B.C. Witks, mem- 
ber of the Provincial Executive 
Committer and by the Director 
of Education was well-deserved. 
‘Mr. Wilks referred to what the 
Provincial Admininration was 
Going for the Indians in regard 
to their education and compared 
the present pesition with that of 
thirty-five years ago and stated 
that it bad been greatly improved. 
‘That is an undeniable fact which 
the Indian community gratefully 
appreciates, But that improve 
ment does not favourably com- 
pare with the natural increase 
that bas since takea place in the 
community which accounts for 
over thirty thousand Indian chil- 
dren of achool-going sge having 
no school facilities, The Pro- 
vincial authorities will not have 
discharged their responsibility 
adequately until the standard of 
education of all non-Europeans 
has been ised 10 the level of 
the Europeans, Of course we 
‘must consider ourselves very fortue 
nate that we bave auch a sym~ 
pathetic Provincial Administra- 
Hon and 2 Provincial Department 
of Education. It remains to be 
seea bow long these will last 
under the preseat mate of affairs 
ef the Union. We have therefore 
to be indeed thankful for what 
we have achieved both by our 
self-help aad help from the Pro- 
vindal Authorities acd coatizue 
cour efforts uactasingly. The time 
yy come when we may be left 























entirely to our own resources and 
me must be fully prepared for 
such an eventuality. 


‘Mr, Wilke spoke of the great 
progress made in .the education 
of our gitls, When we think of 
the past there is mo doubt we 
have made wonderful strides. 
Forty-one per cent. of our irls 
fare attending schools to-day and 
the hunger for education among 
them is fast 
is all to the good. Mr. Wilks 
referred with regret to the fact 
that oaly 27 per cent of the In~ 
dian teachers were females, Euro~ 
pean have a higher percentage of 
women teachers and it would be 
in the interests of the Indian 
schools, he said, if the number 
of women teachers were im- 
proved, 





Since our social customs are 
different to those of the Evro- 
peans and since married women 
are now no longer admitted in the 
teaching profession this hardly 
aeems possible to achieve, But 
it should not be forgotten that 
women have a great part to play 
io the up-bringing of children 
in their own bomes and it is more 
necessary for them to be good 
mothers. While it in our duty 
to imbibe all the good there is in 
the Westera civilisation (known 
in South Africa as “White” civili- 
sation) let it not be fergotten that 
there is much in it that must be 
discarded. To mention just afew 
of the Western habits, which are 
‘unfortunately on the inctease, are 
taking root among the Indians in 
particular and the non-Whites 
general, such asthe 















salutory effect 
unbors or on 
whe growing child: ‘As is 
natural, we are always apt to copy 
whe vices but cot the vierues of 
‘others. The one thing that we, 
non-Whites need to lear is to! 
‘copy only the virtues of the White 
prople and serupulously avoid 








Abele vices. It in bad enough for 


the mea to copy these vicex but 
it is jntelerable when women 
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who are the feal nation builders 
begin co copy them. 

Both Mr. Wilks acd Mr. 
Bodyzen, the Director of Educa- 
tion, laid stress on the need for 
Indian women to take up nursing. 
It is unfortunate that there bas 
been so much apathy in this re- 
gard among our women. “The 
reston, to a great extent, is that 
we have been viewing education 
purely from the materialist 








and not from the moral side, 
‘That is unlike the Westerners. 
Nursing profession might not be 
as lucrative as one would wish 
but it cerfaioly is a most honour- 
able and a humanitarian profes- 
sion, A good nurse makes a good 
mother, We must view it also 
from the nationalistic side. Why 
must we be dependent upon the 
White eurses t0 nurse us, who 
are reluctant to do so? | Why 
should we not take pride i 
‘nursing and being nursed by our 
‘own people. OF course the spirit 
of Apartheid is and should be 
abhorant, Our nurses should set 
anexample to the South African 
‘White nurses who think it below 
their dignity to nurse a non-White 
person of to serve under 2 nor 
White medical practitioner a3 to 
the nobility of that profession 
which allows of 20 distinction 
bared oo class, colour, creed oF 
sex. We therefore most heartily 
endorse the stress laid on the need 
for our women fo take up 
nursing in greater numbers. 
‘What particularly impressed us 
was the atreas laid by Mr. Wilks 
on the moral and ‘the spiritual 
side of education to which a0 lite 
attention is being paid in th 
this country both in the Euro- 
pean as well 23 the non-European 
schools, Had it not been 30 there 
would not be tbat hatred between 
man and man based on race and 
colour we witness and experience 
in the course of our daily life. 
We make a mockery of courtesy 
by observing it a week (and that 
too makiog a show of it more 
than anything else) and forgetting 
allabout ic the rest of the year, 
whereas in reality it should be 
inbora in us, We do not attach 
rmuch importance to spiritual 
lessons given om sectarian lines. 
Our childeen should be taught 
the virtue of tolerance and to have 
equal respect for all religions 
and above all to be truthful in 
thought, word and deed. This 
Teszon can effectively be taught 
ply by prastice and not by precept 
because the ehild i apt more to 
do what you do and not what 
you tell bim or her to de. Wikh-

They have expressed 
their view in unmistakable 
terms that on no account 
would they countenance the 
extension of franchise on 
communal basis. The whole 
poine is that the constitu: 
tional guarantee the Colour- 
ed people were given that 
there would be no legis- 
lation passed against them 
based on race or colour has 
already been violated and 
the sentiments of the Col- 
oured people have been 
utterly disregarded.

As the Liberal 
Party now meets to consider

sure that this ie still the hope 
of its members who koow that 
& reinvigorated U.P. has a vital 
role to play in South African 
politics, 

The purpose of the Liberal 
Party is to fight for a true plural 
society which will the 
waluea of western civilisation. 
Siace there all derive from the 
Christian-humanist recognition 
of the intrinsic worth of ench 
{ndividual personality, made 
the image of God and receptacle 
‘of the divine spark or soul; 
patty is committed to the abol 
tion of colour er zace as eriteri 
of differentiation, to the consi 
deration of all men as indi 
duals oo their merits. The 
rather testy welcome given to 
the new party by non-European 
political organisations hse, 
therefore, come as a shock to 
enthusiastic visiosaries, sincerly

Once man’s inventive genius

WELLOCK 


To-day the pace -of events 
quicker than ever. In the apace 
‘of twenty years, under the pres- 
sures of “aecessity" the West has 
broken down its moral defences 
in shameless fashion, It now 
supports obliteration bombing of 
civilian populations, even by 
napalm and atomic bombs, Aad 
‘wonte weapons are in preparation: 
The mass migration of innocent 
people in wat, and the “liquid 
ion’ of undesirable people in 
peace, ate further evidences of 
our Western decline. Forty years 
ago such'things were unthioke 
able. 

‘Why are they now possible? 
A Tittle reflection reveals that 
they are the logical outcome of a 
cash Economy and a materialistic 
way of life. Our age is suffering 
from a wide variety of spiritual 
deficiencies which mainly arise 
from the non-use and mis-use of 
man’s creative ge 

‘The Industrial Revolution is 
often described as a great creative 
cra, but itis true in avery limited 
gence only. Throughout its his- 
tory, and never more 40 than to- 
day, the creative functions of the 
Tadustrial Revolution have been 
performed by small groups of 
experts and technicians, the “back 
room boys;"" etc, while the great 
body of workers have been con- 
demaed to varying degrees of re~ 
petitive labour. The farther the 
‘division of labour" principle was 
carried, the more completely re- 
petitive became the labour of the 
masses. ‘This is the antithesis of 
the ereative society. 


A second qualification of that 
claim arises from the fact that 
the primary aim of ite creative 
achievements was maximum sale- 
ability and profitability of what 
was produced, and thus the cap- 
ture of markets. In other words, 
the making of money and the 
creation of social and political 
power and precedence over all 
‘much spiritual aims as the making 
of a beautiful world, or country, 
2 cultured, sensitive humanity, 
and a satisfying life, 

In such a civilisation the only 
reward of labour is money, whence 
the executive classes aspire to live 
in affluence, with top-grade edu- 
cation for ‘their children, while 
the repetitive workers naturally 
organise themselves to secure 
maximum ecocomic security, the 
assurances of the Welfare State, 
and some degree of luxury and 
excitemnt as 2 set-off against the 
dreary monotony of their workea- 
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waned and eventually petered out 
under the impact of the Industrial 
Revolution. ‘The civilisation pro- 
duced by the Istter is already 
in decay, When it bepan to break 
‘up in the first world war, there 
were promises of a new world, 
But no new world appeared, for 
the obvious reason that no one 
realised what a new world im- 
plied. We now know that it im- 
plies a mew man, the creative man 
Of a creative society, who must 
supersede the mechanised mass 
man of our time, 

‘Our age must therefore devote 
itself to the task of evolving 2 
‘creative society. It will be slow 
‘work because it involves support- 
jog spiritual ideals and values 
‘with appropriate cultural, social, 
political and industrial forms, or- 
Sanisations and techniques. 

‘We have already seen that small 
agto-industrial communities of 
varying. sizes, averaging, say 3,000 
inkabitants, are an essential con~ 
dition of a creative society. The 
industsies would as far as por- 
sible be small-scale. Many can 
‘be small-scale even now, but the 
demand for qualitative production 
‘would stimulate invention to that 
end,,and bring back many hau: 
‘crafts which cheap, shoddy pro- 
duction forced out of existences 
Tn the United States one hears 
many stories of inventions suit- 
ble for-the emall workshop which 
the big combines bought up in 
order to prevent their use. 

The cultural basis of the mew 
order would insure that the aim 
of all production was high quality. 
Each industry would be run by a 
co-operative group who would 
share the responsibility for the 
Sesiga and quality of whatever 
was produced, and decide the 
Kina ‘and amount of machinery 
they would use, As the level of 
taste in the community rose, 
techniques would change and new 
forms of skill be evolved. 

All production would strictly 
conform to the demands of health, 

jon and prepara- 

ing of 

such things a5 shoes, chairs, eg, 

‘which should take account of the 

human anatomy and so enable 

people to perform their functions 
with ease and pleasure. 






































Tn due course these communi- 
ties might achieve forty or fifty 
per cent of self-sufficiency. They 
frould also think about limiting 
their growth, and of encouraging. 
the development of similar com- 
munities in their aceas. 
Having found the reasonable 
tegrated, largely, 
self-governing community, the 
next step would be to form a 
region consisting of some fifteen 
or tyremty similar communities, 
To this area much higher per- 
centage of self-sufficiency would 
bbe achieved by the dove-tailing of 
industries, ete, The formation.of 
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2 Regional Council would greatly 
centich the life of the entire area. 
The organisation of the local 
economic life would constitute 
the core of community and re- 
jonal politics, which consequent- 
ly would be vital and abrorbing. 








Obviously a new system of local 
government would be called for. 
At first, ad hoc Commities would 
work in consultation with, the 
existing local Councils, but later 
fon quite new bodies would be 
needed, the functions of which 
‘would be determined by the need. 


‘These changes, so simple in 
appearance, would constitute a 
revolution in the disposition of 
power. Both political and eco- 
nomic power would pass from the 
central government to the locali 
ties, that is, directly to the people, 
‘which io where it should be in:3 
true democracy. Moreover, a3 
new economy the tendency would 
bbe for the local communities and 
the regions to be as self-sufficient 
as was reasonably possible, cea- 
tealised power would tend to 
decline, This would be all to'the 
good, a5 it would restrict the 
volume of world trade and 50 
reduce the tensions whieh lead (0

Ie will be asked: Would not the 
new economy result in lowering 
living standards? Possibly, at 
first, but probably not, later, and 
when everything is ‘taken’ into 
account. Considerable economi 
would be affected, The substi- 
tution of a local for a national 
economy would cut out one, two 
and in some cases even three 
middlemen’a profits. Latterly 
such profits have risen beyond:all 











Substantial savings could’ be 
effected by cutting cut much long 
distance transport. To-day many 








productions are drawn from the 
localities to central depots, and 
then re-disteibuted, often to the 





very localities from which they 
came, By stopping this stupid 


policy two transport and one of 
two profit charges could be eli- 
minated. 


Another source of waste is the 
high cost of overheads" in large- 
scale industrialism. The larger 
whe firm the greater are these 
‘costs per man employed. In self- 
controlled, small group industry, 
situated in villages where ground 
rents, and rates ate low, overheads 
are exceedingly low. Moreover, 
responsibility and a powerful 
community consciousness stimu- 
lite one to do one’s best, whence 
minimum overhead ‘expenses, 
would coincide with maximum 
production. 

But perhaps the most import 
ant lsbour-saving factor would be 
that of substituting qualitative 
for quantitative production, as it 
would develop individual taste 
and judgment and so weaken the 
hold of fashion on the public 
mind, ‘The cultivation of cre 
tive habits would stimulate home- 
crafts and Landicrafts enormously, 
while this would gradually draw 
people from the habits and extra- 
vagances of the cash cexus, in- 
cluding the enslavements oft 
fasbion and the necessity of keep- 
ing up with the Jones’. These 
heslthy tendencies would be 
stimul ted by the aim of culture 
to encourage people to make their 
maximum contribution to the 
public nood in the enrichment of 
the local life. Incidentally thi 
economy would abolish the aeces- 
sity of maintaining bigh levels of 
consumption in order to keep 
mass-production factories running 
at full speed, The resultant 
savings in cash and labour would 
be immense. 

‘The significance of a qualitative 
economy is worth careful study. 
“It was brought vividly to my, 
ind some years ago in 2 con. 
versation I bad with one of our 
finest furniture craftsmen, Ed- 
ward Barosley, of | Froxfeld, 
Petersfield. Thad just been 
examining and admiring some of 
hhis magnificent productions, ex- 
quisite alike in desiga and execu- 
tioa, and thea, ia his unique 
home close by we discussed the 
economy of craftsmanship. Of 
course, the cost of 2 piece of 
furniture of this order is high, 
butitisa valid and aot 2 pro 
Giteeriog cost The ecoucmic 
perspective completely changed 
whea Me.

In this limited space T cannot 
deal adequately with{ such ques- 
jons as financing the new eco- 
nomy, and the distribution of re- 
petitive work. On the former 
jue T would say two thiogs: 
First, that multi-purpose co- 
operatives offer a big opening for 
the development of small indus- 
tries. They have wrought miracles 
of social transformation in Nova 
Scotia, in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, and in Finland, and are 
now beginning to do soin Indi 
and Scotland, that the inevitable 
breakdown of the Western eco- 
nomy will cause much money to 
be transferred to the mew eco- 
nomy. 

In regard to repetitive labour. 
its extent would be greatly re- 
duced under the new economy, 
but it would still be considerable. 
However, small self-governing 
communities could easily organize 
‘a system of dust occupations, 
especially as a certain amount of 
repetitive work is good for one, 
and isa social necessity. The 
recognition of these facts would 
add digoity to jobs that a false 
sense of values bas caured 10 be 
regarded a3 below one’s dignity. 
Cleaning a villake road, like 
cleaning 3 house, is akilled job if 
well done; and the way to get 
them well done is to recognise 
that fact, and for everyone to take 
fon such jobs, part time.

H.H. THE AGA KHAN ON EAST AFRICA 


N an article in “The ‘Times’ (London) H. H. the Aga Khan discusses the multi- 
ll racial problems of East Africa where in addition to 62,000 Europeans and 
17,300,000 Africans there are 169,000 of Indian and Pakistani origin. Of 
these 91,000 live in Kenya, .14,000 in Tanganyika and 34,000 in Uganda, We 
give here an interesting extract ffom that article: 
In East Africa more than in any other part of that continent, all races must 
co-operate so that they may expand the life and work of the various colonies, 
particularly Kenya with its multi-racial problems. Only in this way will it be 











_ possible to achieve better conditions for all. 


New outlets for African employment based on African education are essential. 
‘They must be sought above all in the technical field and in better understanding 

The citizens of East-Africa who-originally came from Asia have a duty, which 
they share with all the other communities, to contribute all they can to the com- 
mon pool. ' 

The future of East Africans of Asian origin lies in East Africa; their outlooks 
should be-entirely an East-African outlook. In those parts of Africa where the 
‘climatic conditions haye allowed-an originally European society to grow up, its 
future welfare alsé depiends like the Asian, upon contributing all it can co the 
development of that country. 

T'am convinced that a wide and prosperous future lies ahead of the various 
races provided local patriotism rises’ superior to racialism. 

‘The maintenance of law and order in Kenya is the first step, but that step 
must be followed by the practical realization of the maxim that the work of recon- 
struction, advancement, and intellectual, spiritual, political, and economic develop- 
ment riiust be achieved by co-operation among all races. 

‘There is one good hope for the future. When all races have united against 
violence this unity and partnership brought about in danger must be continued 
peace. This, however, carries with it a certain essential adjustment of political 
thought in Great Britain. 

For as long as we can foresee, the British people are the trustees of the 
population of East Africa, irrespective of race and colour. That trusteeship can 
never be adequately exercised unless there is a firm bipartisan understanding and 
interpretation of thar duty between the two main political parties and informed 

opinion among all classes in Great Britain. 

‘Tiere can be no real union in East Africa among the races if any portion of 
them believe that the trustees are ‘divided or that, they have particular favourite 
ward: 

‘We have seen how ai times of danger and struggle, as during the two world 
wars, bipartisan union in Great Britain was achieved and with what wonderfully 
successful results. The trusteeship of the African colonies in the years to come is 
an equally great responsibility, a touchstone of success or failure for the British 
race in 6ne of the greatest challenges placed before it by destiny. ‘

It could have im- 
posed heavier tax on many 
unessential and dangerously 
harmful things millions 
of people have become 
adicted to such as drinl 
tobacco ete., and innumer- 
able other articles of luxury. 
But it can reasonably be 
suspected that there has 
been a sinister motive be- 
hind the imposition of this 
tax on bread to “fix” the 
African who has been caus- 
ing su much trouble. 

People overllowing with 
sympathy are now talking 
of schemes to sell bread 
to Africans at privately sub- 
sidised prices; of making up 
the extra 2d. on white bread 
and 1d, on brown bread by 
donations to prevent hard- 
ship to Africans; of adopt- 
ing African families and 
directly subsidising the 
extra cost of bread to the 
families. A small group of 
Durban citizens, we are 
told, is organising a bread 
subsidy plan for Africans 
at Westville, the final de- 
tails of which are not yer 
known. Some form of sub- 
sidised bread distribution, 
possibly with the assistance 
of Government or muni 
pal officials, is also being 
thought out. Does one 
consider the humiliation be: 
hind all this, Must Africans 
live on charity? Is it nota 
rellection on the State to 
allow such a thing? We do 
hope the leaders of the 
African people will under no 
circumstances countenance 
auch proposals. For that 
is just the thing the Gov: 
emment would like s0,that 
if the Africans were to open

their mouths they could at 
once be reminded of the 
charity on which they were 
iving and threatened of its 
withdrawal, No one should 
submit to such slavery of 
one’s soul. 

We have often been sug- 
gesting in these columns 
that one should not allow 
oneself to be slave to any- 
thing and that one must try 
to reduce one’s requirements 
to the barest minimum; 
that if we do not do so vol- 
untacily today we shall have 
todosocompulsorily by force 
of circumstances tomorrow. 
Moreover this is an essen- 
tial injunction upon those 
engaged in a life and death 
struggle as we at the pre- 
sent moment are. The best 
thing would be to do with- 
out bread, There is no sin 
in declaring a boycott on 
bread. There is no harm 
done in teying it as a self 
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disciplinary measure rather 
than to live on charit 
What is very significant 
that just about the time 
this new tax on bread was 
imposed it came to light 
that about one hundred 
tons of fresh grapefruit had 
been dumped in Durban 
because it could not be 
disposed of. Very “gener- 
ously," we are further told, 
they were dumped in a 
location area and 
Europeans were advised 
that those who wished to 
they could help themselves 
to them. Could they not 
have been distributed in 
more civilised manner 
among the poor, we wonder? 
‘There must be something 
radically wrong somewhere 
when such a thing could 
take place in a society claim: 
ing to be civilised. | No 
wonder’ that communism 
would thrive when capital- 
ism goes so mad.

Bread Costly While Tons 
Of Fresh Frult Gots Dumped 

About 100 cons of fresh grape- 
feuit had bea dumped in Dur- 
ban tewards the end of last week, 
after intensive efforts had been 
made to dispose of it otherwise 
even to the extent of giviog 
away, said Dr, W. J. Allwright, 
‘general manager of the Citrus 
Board, in Pretoria, Dr. Allwright 
explaiged that the grapefeuit was 
surplus, over and above 3 con 
tract order given by a Durban 
firm De. Allwright explained 
that the firm bad ordered about 
1,300 tons of grapefruit—medium, 
‘small and factory size, the latter 
2 very small fruit, often with 
pips, although in this particular 
order the smallest were mainly 
pipless, The grapefruit was 
railed fo Durban on instructions 
to growers at the rate of about 
150 to 200 tons a week, 
Growers were atked 19 send on 
their quotas but, sald Dr. All- 

ight, it was not like “ordering 
off the shelf," since the growers 
themselves usually found it diff 
cult to assess how much frui 
they had, and at what rate it 
should be'seat. In this instance 
the quantity railed was misjudged 
bby two days, said Dr, Allwright, 
whieh was somuthiog whlety 
seldom tappened. Ia addition, 
there war a sudden spurt of 























raillog by growers in the last day 
ortwo. The Durbsn firm then 
found itseif with roughly 125 10 
150 tons too much. Normally, 
said Dr. Allwright, a feo fn 

iteelf with too much could abso 
the surplus, but in this case the 
firm was working to avery tight 
schedule and could not. The 
firm, however went to the extreme 
trouble to try and dispose of tht 
surplus, and cabled halfesdoxe 
firms overseas. Meanwhile, the 
Citrus Board offered the feu 
te other factories for nothing 
barring 2 9d. charge for each 
pocket and for transport. Ne 
body wanted the fruit, The 
medium-sized fruit was than oll 
oa the fresh fruit marker ia 
Durban at normal prices, and 
the balance of the medium-sita 
dispored of to other factories ia 
Natal. Thea remsiaing sell 
sizes were offered to the fel 
trade in Durban at Is, 3 pocket 
bout without success (9d. for. the 
Pocket and 3d. for transport 
Only then, sald Ds.

Startling Story Of Mau Mau 


(By Reginald Reynolds) 
Reproduced from ‘Peace News’ dated 26th June 1953, 


FICIAL figures can sonietimes be interesting. 1 invite your attention to 
© the following, statistics from the ‘Tanganyika Standard (April 25) and the 

"Central African Post’ of Lusaka (June 12), Both are European papers. 
They give the casualties in the Kenya disturbances from the declaration of the 
“State of Emergency in October 19521 
led by Mat Mau up to April 23 “according to official records: 
450, Europeans 10, Asians 4. Up to June 3 “latest official figure: 
4u1, Europeans 17, Asians 

Killed by forces in anti-Mau Mau operations up to April 23 “according to 
official records” Africans 595. Up to June 3 “latest official figures” Africans 848. 

While the number of Asians killed by Mau Mau remained static, seven more 
Europeans were killed between April 23 and June 3: but in that same period 39 
Africans were apparently brought to life again, so that the total killed by Mau 
Mau during those five weeks must have been a minus quantity of 32. 

From such unreliable statistics it is difficult to draw conclusions; but both 
murder budyets indicate the same general and agreed conclusions: 

(1) The number of Africans said to have-been killed by Mau Mau vastly 

exceeds the number of European victims; 

(2) the number of Africans killed by the forces of law and order admittedly 
exceeds—apparently on an increasing scale—the number of African casualties 
debited to Mau Mau, These are tacts which { want to consider here. 

When Will The Truth Be Told? 

‘You could drive through this troubled country of Kenya seeing little and 
understanding less. 

Here you pass a police station, protected by barbed wire. ‘There a police car 
pauses at a crossroads and the police look searchingly at the occupants of your 
car. Nothing more, perhaps. 

Iisa cliche common among Europeans in Africa that the African has, at 
best, only a “veneer” of civilisation: under that lurks the savage. Tam not in 2 
position to argue about that; but I think it is probably true. 

Tcan believe it because 1 know it is true of us all, What else is modern war 
but the savagery that lurks beneath our veneer of civilisation—and breaks through? 

It is not a question of blaming and accusing: it is a question of understanding 
and facing something, 

To understand Mau Mau you have to know something of the history of the 
country: you have to be able to feel what it is like to be an African, treated as an 
inferior in your own country, confined to the smallest of inadequate small-holdings 
while one European is granted thousands of acres.

‘The Bill provides. further 
that the setting aside of 
for a particular 
race or class of person may 
not be declared invalid 
(which have recently done) 
merely on the grounds that 
no such amenities have 
similarly been reserved for 
the exclusive use of persons 
belonging to any other 
class. or that the amenities 
30 reserved for persons be- 
longing to any other race 
orclass, are not substantially 
ilar to, of of the same 
character, standard, extent 
or quality as the amenities 
reserved for another race 
or class of people. ‘This 
means that the Goverament, 
in implementing its policy 
of Apartheid, will not be 
obliged to provide facilities 
for the non-Whites equal 
to those enjoyed by the 
Whites. Anything will 'be 
good enough for the non- 
Whites. But not so in 
inregard to taxation, That 
of course the non-White will 
“be subjected to not only 
equally with the Whites 























but, unlike the Whites, they 
will have to pay taxes with- 
but deriving any benefits 
therefrom. It will be sur- 
prising if this Bill docs not 
pass. If it does it will 
augment the list of the un- 
just laws against which the 
defiance campaign has been 
Iaunched. The pity of it is 
that the campaign is not 
keeping pace with the Gov- 
ernment measures. The 
Government however has 
no reason to gles over it 
Let it not forget that it is 
sitting on a voleano without 
knowing when and in what 
form erupt. 

While reading the report 
of this latest’ Apartheid 
measure in the ‘Natal Mer- 
cury’ our eyes fell on the 
adjoining column reporting 
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the project of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society 
to send Bibles in their 
thousands for the Mau Mau 
prisoners «nd to other places 
where there has been ten- 
sion, When we read that 
we could not help exclaim- 
ing: “Physician hecl thy- 
self!" What a mockery of 
Christianity? The Bible is 
most needed today by the 
world political leaders who 
have been the cause of all the 
tension and, in South Africa, 
by Dr. Malan and company, 
whoare leading this fair land 
and the whole world to 
destruction, If God would 
only give them the wisdom 
to do a iittle introspection 
they would surely realise 
that they are the real Mau 
Maus.

Thereafter Africans 
‘were supplied with plenty of fuel 
to keep alive the smouldering fires 
of discontent, For the next dozen 
years Hertzog pursued bis avowed 

im of putting an ead to the Cape 
tiberal tradition which bad allowed. 
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certsia rights, including the com 
mon franchise, to Africans. After 
1933 Smuts and his party joined 
Hertzog swith this fusion of parties, 
became clear that the Natioaal- 
goal was is sight, The year be- 
fore it was reached, with the 
passage of the legislation of 1936, 
the Afciean National Congress it~ 
self attained a new level of organi- 
sation and influence. Its confer~ 
eoce, held as usual in Bloem- 
fontein, in 1935, was, significantly 
attended by some Coloured and 
Todian political figures. Their 
pretence was not unvvelcome to 
the new generation of African 
leaders, men with a better educa- 
jon and a stronger aense of polit 
tical purpose thao the early lead 
ert, Butepinfon was now seri- 
‘outly divided between two schools 
fof thought. The older one, be- 
lieving chat half a loaf is always 
better than no bread, was ready 
bargain with the Goverament 
“in the hope that a “ 
attitude of compromise would 
save some kind of rights for the 
future from the wreckage of past 
hopes, Thove who held this view 
fete faced with sharp criticism 
from the opposite school of 
thought which, rejecting com- 
Promise as ‘cowardice, advocated 
‘non-collaboration with any official 
plan of “reform” and proposed 
to boycott any new political ins 
tutions [established under it for 
the alleged benefit of | Atieans 
and Cape Coloured apokes- 
men especially were heard taking 
this line, mew to Africans, with 
much force of argument and with 
fierce invective against~ those 
“good boys" or timid spirits who 
‘could still contemplate negotiation, 
with Hertzog and ultimately ac- 
ceptance of his majer proposals, 
‘The uncompromising view did 
not carry the day, but it made a 
lasting impression and began to 
split the ranks of Congress. 


Under the new law, the Native 
Representative Council operated 
for ten years from 1937, During 
that period, the obvious African 
leaders were early all elected to 
itby popular vote. Selope Thema, 
Dube, Godlo, Mezaka, Champion, 
and later Moroka, Matthews and 
others all played 2 prominent 
partia its proceedings: and by 
their side were leadiog tribal 
chiefs nominated to aeats on the 
Council by the Government.

‘more creditable than that normal 
ia the. howe of Assembly, a3 
observers could testify. But all 
the eloquent words and teason- 
able proposals were wasted on the

The 
weapon of the good is goodness. And they can prove themselves. strong 
only by using their own weapon. Ol course one must have the patience 
to wait. Christ was crucified and killed.  Outwardly it would appear as 
though he lost- But the world has forgotten the killers of Christ while 
Christ lives int countless human hearts. But you cannot hope to succeed 
in 15 minutes. The seed of goodness takes time to sprout up. Bhoodan 
(Land gift) is an outstanding example of the success of goodness. So 
far as the individual is concerned goodness has alwa We are now 
engaged on an experiment whether it can also win in the social 
sphere. 














But for success in the social sphere on a social scale, we must or- 
ganise goodness. What happens.is that while the wicked orgunise and 
unite for serving evil, the good do not care to unite on the side of good. 

Bhoodan is now doing this. Charity has always been practised but only 
individually. We are now organising it on a social scale and in the form 
of a country-wide movement with a view to resolving some of our prob- 
lems.

Ttmay, hove 
ever, be recorded that it is Ine 
dians and Coloured people who 
have borne the main bruat of the 
attack, First came the Act pro- 
hibiting marciage between white 
and any non-white, It was fol 
lowed by the Act making it a 
serious ctime for white and any 
nonwhite to have sexual inter- 
course. Then the group areas 
Act made probable the uprooting 
of non-white traders and residents 
in urban and peri-urban areas 
where many of them and their 
fathers had worked and ved for 
generations, Ina word, Indians 
and Coloured people were to be 
degraded to the status that Aft 
cant bad long suffered. 

‘No mote effective method could 
bave been designed to bring to- 
gether in political unity the three 
commusities that the Government 
insisted were separate racial ex 

seach with a distant social 
fe and cultural tradition of its 
own. True, the large Cape Col- 
oured population remained large- 
ly unaffected by the spirit that 
began to animate Africans and 
Todians, As 2 community, the 
Coloured people had long been 
Leaderless, Its middle class men 
are nearly all teachers dependent 
on posts in Government service 
acs lacking the independence of 
the business and professional men 
‘who lead the other racial groups, 

‘The South African Indians, 
however, were more than ready 
to make common cause with the 
Afvicans. “This they bad de- 
monstrated eatly in 1949 when 
‘Diurban was disgraced by one of 
the very worst race slots in. the 
modern history of the world, The 
ulus of the city and ite environs 
bad suddenly run amok and killed 
and wounded hundteds of inat 
cent Iodians and looted their 

shops sfid houses, while the white 
authorities, slow to grasp the 
situation, failed for some time to 














































curb the pogrom, With bacely 
concealed satisfaction, the Na- 
joualists bailed this _teerible 
tragedy as proof positive of 
their favourite theory of inevitable 
racial antagonism between differ 
ent groups. What they, in com- 
‘mon with nearly all white people, 
failed to appreciate, was the in- 
stant and remarkable magna- 
simity and political wisdom dis 
played by Indians after that dread- 
ful outburst against them, Pluck- 
ing resentment and hatred from 
their hearts, the Indian leaders 
‘without delay beld out the band 














of inter-racial fellowship and the 
African leaders geasped it without 
hesitation, So far from moving 





further apart to sulk in enmity or 
to yield to despair, both groups 
renewed and redoubled their 
efforts to make common cause 
against their common enemy, an 
oppressive Government whose 
policies led to race riots. 

‘The Indians had every reason 
to realize the necessity for supe 
porting the Africans. Their pol 
tical status and economic op 
portunities bad also gone from 
bad to worse. First Hertzog in 
1939, then Smuts in 1943 and 
again in 1946 bad got Parliament 
to tighten the screws that sup- 
ported the barriers to theie natural 
progress, Trading rights and 
Sidential sites that had been -held 
for over bal a century were at- 
tacked in a series of steady blows, 
both in Natal and in the Trad 
































‘A better organised and efficient 
ly managed body, the South Af 
can Indisa Congress, baad, since 
its inception in 1926, weathered 
the intereal storms similar to, and 
sometimes worse than, those that 
Iuad impeded the growth of the 
African National Congeess, The 
respectable Indian merchants ce 
presented 3 type of mind that was 
always anxious to moderate ite 
claims in the face of a hostile” 
Government. Isolated and with- 
out allies in the Union, Indians 
were unable to evoke even the 
limited degree of sympathy rome- 
time shown Africans io subjec- 
ion. Nor are Indians numerous. 
‘enotigh,. of economically strong 
enough, to influence the Gov- 
emment by thelr own unaided 
pressuré, Tn partnership with the 
Altican Natiocal’ Congrest, how 
ever, they can materially help to 
produce a very different ritwation, 
For Indians bring to a joint move- 
ment a riper experience of affai 
a superior capacity for, organisa 
tion, aid 2 more sophisticated 
outlook generally—the very ele- 
mente required to make a move 


























ment of resistance into a force 0 
Government can safely ignores 

‘The Indians also brought some- 
thing else of incomparable effect. 
‘They brought a keowledge of the 
technique snd immense value of 
passive resistance. It was in 
South Aftica before the Us 
that Mahataia Gandhi was fest 
inspired to employ this new poli- 
cal weapon, Gandhi spent twenty 
years ia Natal and the Transvaal 
where be frst encountered the 
realities af racial oppression. It 
was here that be devised and 
practised the technique of non- 
violent non-co-operation. The 
Brat generation of South African 
Jndians bad been invited and 
weleomed to the country. Their 
children remained to suffer dis- 
abilities—legal, political, econo- 
tic, and social—that were severe 
fey years ago, even if they seem 
mild by comparison with those 
put upon all Indians since then. 
For instance, the entry of Indian 
immigrants wat hampered even 
when they came (0 join their 
relatives, and a special tax war 
imposed on those who entered. 
Indians were prevented from 
1g where they liked or buying 
property where they pleased; aud 
they were subjected toa degrading 
system of registration, Against 
these and other haedships, Gandhi 
liad organized protests. He strove 
by every means in bis power 10 
persuade the authorities to rectify 
obvious grievances, Patiently be 
had negotiated with Smuts and 
Lonourably he bad sought tocom- 
promise on hie people's claims. 
But baving no franchise, the Tn- 
diane lacked the normal instru- 
ment for . political bargai 
Having no representation in the 
legislature, they lacked the normal 
means to express their opinions 
for to protect their interests, let 
alone to make the white electorate 
aware of their burning sense of 
the injustices they suffered. 

Ta these circumstances, the 
novel idea of passive resistance 
agaiost unjust laws came as 20 
inspiration. Tes full sigaificance 
has since been the subject of 
much study by many scholars, 
Here it is enough to recall that in 
the Union's early ‘years, satpa- 
graka ,achieved results when 
nothing else did. The Tadian 
Relief Act of 1914 lifted from 
Indians their worst ‘disabilities, 
and Gandhi sailed’ away: from 
South Africa to conquer fresh 
and larger felds and to win the 
admiration of the world by the 
methods of his conquest, 

Those who understand the 
lessons of history might have 
foreteén that the time ywould 
come when’ Iediass ia South 
Africa would revive the spirit and 
Yechique of satyagraha. Indeed, 
in 1939 Jan H. Hofmeye, 
‘mogistrated Smuts! party

that Indians sight be provoked 
to passive resistance. Before long, 
Dr. ¥. M. Dado, the leader of 
the uscompromising radical wiog 
in the South African Indian Cor 
eees5, was actually advocating the 
use of passive resistance.

maiged 2 mipority for years) 
hile the so-called “moderates”: 
sought, by appeals to reason oF to 
law courte, to secure some modi 
fication of feest legislation. Their 
efforts were of little avail. Ar 
swith the Africans, successive Gov- 
emnments seemed determined to 
teach Tedians the folly and futility 
of relying on reason, By the time 
the second world war had ended, 
the Indian Congress had elected 
Dr, Dado its leader. In 1946 
the newest anti-Indian laws were 
resisted jn Natal by non-violent 
non-co-operation, Nearly tw 
thousand Indians and a few whit 
people, led by the Rev. Michael 
‘Scott, were put in prison, 

Meanwhile, events in the great 
world beyond South Africa were 
moving in a new direction. 
Thanks to the leadership of the 
greater Indian National Congres 
and inspiration of Mabatma 
Gandhi, India became a free 
state Taking the Charter of the 
United Nations at its full value, 
India a00n embarrassed one of 
authors, Smuts, by raising ia its 
forum and io the bearing of the 
‘whole world. the question of the 
treatment of Indians in the 
Union. At one session after 
another the subject was debated 
to the disadvantage of South 
Africa, By 1952 the larger ques- 
tion of apartheid ax a policy was 
itself under discussion and set for 
further inquiry. 

Indians and Africans in the 
Union were encouraged’ by the 
sympathy that their cause evoked 
abroad and by the dismay that 
the effects of world publicity pro- 
duced in the dominant race at 
home, The second world war 
bad been fought to overthrow 
the greatest racial tyranny in 
human history, One ofits major 
effects was to produce a new 
awareness all the world over, and 
‘not least in South Africa, of 
evils of racialism. Thix bred in 
those most affected by the blight 
2 new determination to resi it in 
every shape and form. Moreover, 
racial discrimination war con: 
demned repeatedly and in various 
ways by the United Nations. It 
became wholly unacceptable, bow 
ever it might be disguised, to 
men conscious of a new freedom 
awaiting those who demanded it 
‘with their old dignity supported 
‘by new contemporary forces, 

Partly under the pressure of 
these forces, dependent status bad 
bees ended “in haltadezen of 
more Asian and Arab countries. 
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Even in the colosial dependencies 
that remained, nearly all in Africa, 
political rights bad been notice 
ably extended during the war and 
port-war period, Alone among 
the states of the world, South 
Africa bad in this same period 
chosen (0 curtail old rights and 
to impose new wrongs on the 
majority of her people. 

Ttwas in this changing climate 
of world opinion that the Con- 
gress movement of the nou-whites, 
in the Union 2t last‘came of age. 
‘The pursuit by the Malan Goy- 
ernment of its vicious policies 
soon applied aay sharper spur 
that may bave been necessary 
To make matters worse, European 
opinion bad failed to support Jan 
‘Hofmeyr io bis efforts to make a 
‘iild liberslism an effective poll- 
tical force. Indeed, the United 
party never showed real opposi~ 
tion to the Nationalists. Accord 
ingly, an altetuative policy to 
apartheid was never seriously put 
before the electorate. The ten 
sion of race relations grew steadily 
worse. In this situation oue of 
the exely casualties was the group 
of white liberals who had ever 
since the Union tended, in one 
way or another, to act as the 
spokesran of African opinion, 
Under the Native Representation 
Act of 1936. seven seats were 
provided io Parliament for this 
type of white liberal. Tn its early 
years this form of tepresentation 
baad worked well enough, thanks 
largely to the fact that Europeans 
of unusual abilit and character 
notably Rheinallt Jones, Edgar 
Brookes, Donald Molteao! aed 
Margaret Ballingee—came forward 
(o fil those seats. OF these only 
Mes. Ballinger remained in Par- 
Jiament by 1953. The deep 
change that took place in the 
minds of Africass had become 
visible ia their attitude to this 
representation of black interests 
by white spokesmen. By 1950, if

What Mr. Nehru Said 


(From Our Delhi Correspondent) 


HE Prime Minister Mr. Nehru declared once again in the clearest possible 
terms the Government's policy towards Africa and the Indians residing there, 
during a Press conference. A correspondent referred to the reactions in 











the United Kingdom to his remarks on the African situation at the Agra sessi 
of the All India Congress Committee, wherein he had described as ‘'scandalou: 
the treatment meted out to Africans, 

Mr. Nehru said that his remarks at Agra were generally about the whole of 
Afrien, “What I said there represents roughly five per cent. of whac I had in 
mind." + 

“At Agra I had deliberately not referred to any particular instance nor any 
particular part of Afriéa, What I said was that the entire question of Afrien was 
of supreme importance and people did not seem to realise it. It was important 
from many points of view and if this fact was not realised, the world nay well 
have to face a major explosion and eruption in Africa and of the worst type—the 
racial war type. 

“I pointed out two matters specially, One was the denial of political freedom 
and the other was racial discrimination and inequality. Both are exemplified in 
Africa. more than anywhere else today. 

















"One can understand a certain delay in political changes or political’ progress 
provided the objective is there, but Ido not see why I should accept any non- 
recognition of racial equality. ‘That is a matter which may be most evident in 
Africa, but which concerns everyone of us here. s 

“At no time are we prepared to put up with that doctrine of racial inequality, 
whatever the consequences to India or to anyone else. I want to make that per- 
fectly clear.” : 
“Pernicious Policy” 

Jstacd becoming Prime’ Minter te aa been. my Gases emctrally: v0 “vi 
from saying things about other countries, but where policies are declared and fol- 
lowed like those for instance in South Africa which, I think, are pernicious in the 
extreme and which are insulting in the extreme, to expect me to remain silent 
about them is to expect the impossible.” 

Continuing Mr. Nehru asked with some vehemence: “Apart from political’ 
considerations, I would like to know how far discrimination is exercised in regard 
to Indians in East Africa? 1 am not talking about other matters, The dominion 
dependent country, but others are subject counteies and 
discrimination is still exercised not ‘only against the poor Africans, but against 
others.”

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A Novel Way 


OR reasons known 

themselves the joint 
sitting of both Houses of 
Parliament on the South 
Africa Act Amendment Bill 
has been postponed from 
August 19 to September 16. 
In the meantime the Prime 
Minister. Dr. Malan, to- 
gether with his other Min- 
inters, has been busying him- 
self getting the Coloured 
ptople to support the prin- 
ciple of Separate Represen- 
tation by', meeting some of 
their leaders. He has met 
several deputations of the 
Coloured community where 
as hitherto he steudlastly 
refused to meet any respon- 
sible leaders of the non- 
Europeans to discuss. the 
problems vitally affecting 
them, And what a novel 
way he has found to get 
their acquiescence to 
Government's policy of 
Apartheid! After having 
met these people the Prime 
Minister comes out with an 
official statement that “the 
generat impression which 
the Government has gained 
from the series of discus- 
sions is, that the extent of 
the opposition of the Col- 
oured community against 
the separate representation 
of voters is not at all so 
great as is pretended in 
certain circles.” The Col- 
oured Veoples National 
Union, in its memorandum 
to the rime Minister, how- 
ever, declared its total and 
unequivocal opposition to 
any tampering with the 
Coloured yote as it stands 
at presentand warned that 
{the Government obtained 



































a tworthirds: majority. at a 
joint sitting of Parliament 
and thereby legally changed 
the franchise rights of the 
Coloureds, the latter would 
never accept the change in 
good spiritand would pledge 
themselves to regain their 
citiZenship rights." Tn 
memorandum the C.P.N; 
rejected any proposed com- 
promise as far as the cok 
oured man’s vote was con 














cerned and considered the 
proposals wade in the South 
Africa Act Amendment Bill 
tobea breach of the con- 
tract of the Act of Union. 
It appealed to the Gov. 
ernment not to ereate a 
situation which would di 
turb the peace of the land. 
‘The memorandum stated 
that the C.P.N.U. is fiemly 
convinced that the placing 
of the Coloured people on 
a sepirate voters roll will, 
to all intents and purposes, 
reduce the Coloured vote in 
the Cape to a state of value- 
less insignificance. 

-There is no doubt about 
the fact that the varivus 
deputations that met the 
Government Ind no man- 
date to do so from the 
people they claimed to re- 
present. And on vital mat. 
ters of principle affecting 
the non-European commun: 
ity it is indeed foolish for 
individuals to meet the Gov- 
ernment. ‘They can at best 
represent themselves and 
nobody else. If this lesson 
has not already gone home 
tothe Coloured people in 
Spurticntar and then 
E eral it 
shiyuld do so now after the 
experience 
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nt des yume the 


Government are up ts. 

There are “Bhengus" in 
all communities and we 
dare say the Government 
can well succeed in getting 
them together and bolster 
op a case in their own 
favour. But the same can 
be done in the opposite 
direction too. We dare say 
it is possible to get together 
a larger number of Afrikan- 
ers than Dr. Malan and his 
Goverament can imagine, 
who are individually deadly 
opposed to the Govern 
ment's present non-Euro- 
pean policy. And that 
would perhaps be a truer 
mandate of the people than 
the Government claim to 
have at present for their 
actions. 


What we need to beware 
of is this "divide and rule" 
policy. It is not loaves and 
fishes that weare after, Itisa 
question of vital principle 
on which society is sup- 
posed to be based, Are 
the non-Europeans to be 
ferentinted against on the 
is of colour or is every 
individual to be judged by 
his or her merit irrespec- 
tive of class, creed or colour? 
‘That is the vital question 
before us. [tis argued that 
the poor ignorant man does 
not understand that, What 
he understands and is con- 
cerned about is his bread, 
That is true. Itis also true 
that a person born and 
grown up under slavery 
does not know the evils of 
slavery, It docs not there- 
fore mean that it is good 
for him to remain a slave 
and that those who know 
better should not teach him 
what is right or wrong 
and lead him on the right 
path. If those who do 80 
are termed “agitators” there 
is nothing to be ashamed of 
inthat, Suchagitation is not 
only legitimate but it isthe 
sacred duty of every man 
and woman to carry on such 
Ie is disgusting 
to think that a person like 
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Chief Luthili, whom the 
Government have deemed 
fit to depose because he 
spoke and did what was 
right in the true sense of 
the term, anda person like 
Me. Donald Mtimkulu, the 
principal of the Ohlange 
Institute, who has just had 
the honour of being award- 
ed the Coronation medal, 
should be treated like a 
pariah" should he be travel- 
ing ona South African aero- 
plane and be allotted a seg- 
regated seat and that an or- 
inary hostess would refuse 
toserve him. Thisis just to 
quote a single glaring ex- 
ample of the existing state 
of affairs, Ifa White man can 
tolerate such humiliation 
imposed on anyone be he 
of whatever colour or race, 
there can be no respect for 
the civilisation he so boast 
fully claims to represent. 
If a person subjected to 
such humiliation can put up 
with it without feeling hurt 
he is far from civilised. At 
the rate things are moving 
life for any  seif-respect- 
ing person in this coun- 
try is becoming intolerable. 
Te must result ultimately in 
a tlare up in one way or the 
other. We do not mind 
repeating ad wosium that 
the best way to encounter 
is non-violent passive 
resistance, which means 
refusing to submit to 
evil and quietly welcoming 
the consequences whatever 
they may be without any 
form of retaliation. Only 
in that and no other method 
lies the salvation of the 
oppressed people in South 
Africa and all over the world, 
That is the only true way to 
achieve the much longed 
for world peace. Tt ma 

not come in our life time,

to Delhi after momen- 
tous’ talks with the Prime 
Minister of Pakistan in Karachi.

HE Government is 
determined to abro- 

gate the Smuts- 
Gandhi Agreement of 1914 
which permitted Indians 
domiciled in the Union to 
bring their wives and minor 
children into the country. 
So it would appear from 
the notice given in Parlia~ 
ment by the Minister of the 
Interior, Dr. T. E, Donges, 
of a Bill to amend the ‘Im- 
ration Act. This “con- 
cession,” if you wish to call 
it so, was purchased by the 
Indian community at a very 
heavy price, which was a 
complete stoppage of Indian: 
immigration barring six 
educated Indians per year. 
When this Agreement was 
arrived at the Indians in 
the Union were subjected 














to many disabilities to which * 


the attention of the Govern- 
ment was drawn and it was * 
agreed that the Indians 
“would rely on the good” 
faith of the Government not 
to introduce fresh Inws to 
curtail their rights and to 
administer the existing laws 
in a sympathetic manner 
with due regard to the vest- 
ed rights of Indians domi- 
ciled in the Union, This 
Agreement was however 
shortlived, for. from 1919 
onwards legislation after 
introduced 
the residential 
and trading rights of the 
Indians. Things came to 
such a pass that in 1926 
the Government of India 
had. to intervene and the 
negotiations between the 
two Governments resulted 
in the Capetown Agcee- 
mens ofegay.

«lt would not be out of 
place here to refer to the 
Uplifiment Clause of the 
Capetown Agreement which 
reads: 

‘The Usion Goverment frmm- 
ly believe in and adhere to the 
principle that itis the duty of 
every civilised Governizent to 
devise ways and means and to 
take all possible steps for the 
upliftmeat of every section of 
their permanest population to 
the full extent of their capacity 
and opportunities and accepts

In view of the above the 
step the Government now 
proposes to take is un- 
doubtedly a retrograde one 
in that, it denies the Indians 
domiciled in the Union 
the right and opportunity to 
five a happy family life. It 
is an assault on the right 
and liberty of the individual 
which no self-respecting 
human being can tolerate, 
Any’ Parliament that can 
pass such a legislation, and 
no doubt the Union Parlia- 
ment will, since worse laws 
have been passed, we won- 
der if it can be called a Par- 
liament of, civilised people. 

, The'time has come for all 
who claim to be civilised to 
take ‘stock of the present 
position. “Unless a change 
is brought about soon 
one ts at a, loss to know 
what ‘is to become of 
this country and its people. 
If the white people believe 
they can survive by their 
ight they are certainly 
living in a fools’ paradise, 
‘they can only hope to sur- 
vive by right and right 
alone. 

What are we Indians 
going todo? The time has 
surely come when we must 
decide once for all what 
we intend doing.

Domiclled Indians 
TN the House of Assembly tant 
Monday the Minister of the 
Interior, Dr, T. B, Dooges, 
notice of « Bill to amen: 
Immigration Act of 1913. De 
tails of the Bill will, not become 
available until it bas been formal- 
fy introduced and copies tit- 
culated to members, but it la 
believed that the object of the 
Bill is to abtogate the Smut 
reement of 1913, whic 
permits Indlaoe domiciled In the 
Union to bring a wife, and chil 
Grea under the age of 16, In 
the country under certain elrcum= 
stances, says Sapa's Parliamentary 
correspondent, The Minister gave 
notice last seasion of the Govern- 
meat's intention to latroduce 
legislation with retrospective effect 
from the date on which the 
nouncement was made—February 
10, 1953, In making the an- 
nouncement last session, the 
Minister sald there was some 
justification for the concession ‘at 
the time fe was made, because 
that thme the female India 
population formed only 37 per 
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tent. of the total Indian popula- 
tion in South Africa. According 
to the latest census that urequal 
telationship between Indian males 
and females bad disappeared. 
Today 'the female Indians con- 
stituted 48 per cent. of the Indian » 
Population.

‘municipal by-laws, where the 
figure was 1,383. less compared 
with the same period last) yeats 
tod convictions for theft) where 
the sumber of eases was reduced 
by 4,099. During these five 
months there were 66,440 Euro 
pean convictions, 389,370 Native, 
10,282 Asiatic and 51,334 Col- 
ured, ‘The Sgures for serious 
crime were 4,415 European eases, 
20,159 Native, 465 Asiatic and 
5,030 Coloured. 

Whilst we ate pleased to note 
that the Sgures for. Asiatic com 
victions are the lowest it is cer- 
lainly nota matter to be proud 
of. We must acknowledge with 
asense of shame that criminality 
among Indisns has been increas 
ag im gocent years, There was 

a time'when there were hardly 
any criminals to be found among

INDIAN EDUCATIONAL NEEDS IN NATAL 


MEMORANDUM PRESENTED TO THE ADMINISTRATOR-IN-EXECUTIVE 
BY THE INDIAN EDUCATION COMMITTEE, DURBAN 


‘The Indian Education Com- 
mittee is copnisant of the great 
Progress made in the enrolment 
of Indian children at the 
Government, Govagament-Aided, 
Platoon and Private Registered 
schools in the past ten years 
(1943-1952), Just over 30,000 
additional pupils have been en- 
rolled, making the total attend- 
ance in September, 1952, at 
61,333 pupils in the primary and 
secondary schools. 

‘Yet it is common knowledge 
tbat every year thousands of 
Indian children of school-going 
age seeking sdmission into the 
schools are turned away for want 
of accommodation, In {January, 
1952, the census conducted by 
the Natal Education Department 
revealed that in the Durban and 
peri-Durban areas alone over 
14,000 children were unsble to 
gain admission into the schools, 
Even this figure is an under- 
estimate for bundreds of children 
‘were not recorded at this census 
for various reasons. The 1949. 
Report of the Director of Educa- 
tion estimates that over 30,000 
Indian children of school-going 
in Natal are out of school. 
(Vide page 12), Our calculation 
is that more than 33,000 Indiao 
children between 6-16 years were 
out of school in September, 1952, 

It would appear, therefore, 
that the 30,000 “additional places 
made available in the past ten 
years have been less than sul- 
ficient to keep pace with the 
normal growth of the population, 
‘The number of children who 
reach the school-going age of 
© every years is about 8,500— 
9,000." “Allowing for school 
leavers the annual needs are 
about 4,000—1,500 places per 
annum, ‘Thus provisica was not 
made for the xccumulated back- 
og of 33,000 children, nor even 
fer the normal annual require 
ments, 

‘As it bas been publicly acknow= 
edged by representatives of the 
‘Natal Provincial Administration, 
we do not wish to dwell upon 
the large measure of self-help 

J elf-acrifice displayed by the 

community in taking the 
initiative to build schools, for 
for their children. Suffice it to 
record that of the 237 Govern- 
ment, Goverament-Aided, Platoon 
and Private Registered achools 1a 
1952, nearly 90 per cent of these 
(including four secondary and 
several primary schools banded 
‘over to the Administeation) have 
beea built by the Tadian com 
munity at a cost tusiog, into 
aeveral hundred thousand pounds.

‘The aided achools were: b 
swith the assistance of Building 
1s from the Province, and 
this bas been gradually increased 
rom one-third to. ‘one-half 
of the approved .cost of the 
building. Since this grant-in-aid 
towards the building was met out 
of Recurrent Expendituce and 
thus came i for a Union subsidy, 
the actual contribution from the 
Provincial Revenue-was nil up to 
1939, since fess wes spent 03 
edian education than what was 
earned by way of subsidy, Under 
the new Finzacial Relations Act 
of 1915 the Province, has bee 
-ootributing about 50 pee ¢ 
‘the Expenditure on Indian educa 
tion, But here, too, the burdea

RACIAL DISCRIMINATION—AN AFFRONT TO MARICIND 


The Prime.Minister, Mr. Nehru, in his statement to 
theHouse of People, on August 17, said: ‘Our long struggle 
for freedom in this country led us to an understanding of 
and a deep sympathy with similar struggles in other 
countries. That’was the basis of our policy even when 
we worked for our own independence. That policy in- 
evitably continues today, not only as an inheritance from 
the past, but as an understanding of the present. Peace, 
it has been said, is indivisible. So also is freedom, and no 
structure of world peace can be built on the denial of 
freedom to the countries and large masses of people. It 
is.a matter of deep regret to us that this basic fact is not 
recognised and given effect to in many countries. 











“Racial discrimination and suppression has become 
one of the outstanding problems of today. We have 


-no desire to-interfere in the affairs of other couuntries, 


just as we are not prepared to tolerate any interference 
with our country. But'there are certain factors which 
over-ride national boundaries and which affect the well- 
being of the human race. Among these factors is this 
question of racial discrimination and suppression of one 
race by another. This is an affront to men and women 
of Asia and of Africa, as well as to every sensitive human 
being. I have, therefore, ventured to express in clear 
language what we think of this inhumanity and complete 
denial of what the Charter of the United Nations stands 
for. 1am certain that in saying so.I have echoed the 
feeling of every. single person of three hundred and sixty 
millions who inhabit this country, as well as of hundreds 
of millions of other peoples in Asia and Africa. We can 
never tolérate this idea of racial discrimination and -in- 
equality,” Mr. Nehru said. .

He came to this 
coustry at an early age and 
worked as an ordinary labourer 
in the railways. He then entered 
into commerce and became onc 
of the rich men of our com- 
munity.

Gt it bas done. ‘This reminds 
us of an incident of the late 
Pandit Madan Moban Malavi 
the founder of the Benares Hindu 
University. While Pandit Ma- 
laviya was collecting funds for 
bis University he was taken 








to a person who looked | 


to be an ordinary villagers 
His very simple living conditions 
did not attract Panditji much and 
he was very doubtful if it was 
nota waste of time to have gone 
to him. And then a strange 
incident occurred which shattered 
even the last shred of hope of 
being able to get anything from 
this person, The night was draw- 
ing near and the lamp bad to be 
lit. The servant who was lighting 
the lamp wasted one match stick 
and struck another, This enraged 
his master who took the servast 
severely to task for being 30 
wasteful, This naturally shocked 
Pandit Malavia. On the other 
hand Pandit Malavia was received 
b the greatest respect and was 
accorded 2 most loving hospitality, 
‘The host was informed of the 
object of Psnditji’s visit. Bur 
that was all Not a word was 
uttered by him in return The 
following morning when he wds 
taking leave of his host the 
Latter bidding his honoured guest 
Garewell placed at his feet a 
cheque which ram into six Ggures, 
Pandit Malavia was shockingly 
surprised. Ie was a lesson that 
moucy was aot meant to be 
squandered, nor was it meant (o 
be boarded. It was meant t0 be 
used in deserving causes in the 
service of mankiad, Mahatma 
Gandhi commanded millions but 
be did mot waste evens scrap of 
paper. It was that quality that 
characterised Haji M, L. Sultan. 
His personal appearance was al 
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ways spotlessly clean, be 
was simply but well dressed 
and well mannered. Culture 
was writ in bis fice. Though 
a staunch Muslim bis heart 
went out to all alike. The 
vast concourse of people repre 
senting all sections of the com- 
saunity and other non-Buropeans 
and distinguished Europeans pre- 
sent at the funeral bore testimony 
to the esteem in which he war 
held by all. ‘Though physically 
be is no more amongst us be 
will always be with us in apicit. 
His memory will be cherished 
not only by the present but 
by many generations to come.

and spirit of generosity. Out- 
standing, unique and towering 
above all others will always re- 
main the name of Hajee Maluk- 
mahomed Lappa Sultan who 
passed away silently from this 
‘world last Sunday after almost 
50 years of unceasing toil and 
labour, in service of his com- 
munity.

eternal and immortal; and always, 
ever always his mind's gaze waa 
centred towards greater spiritual 
values, This, then, was the 
man Sultan, who gave away bis 
riches for the cause of humanity, 
courageously and boldly without 
aflicker of remorse or regret. On 
the contrary, his spirit soared 
igher and higher at each great 
act of munificence. Among his 
many great acts of generosity,

Slmplo Meaning Of The 


New Immigration Bill 








HE simple meaning of the 

‘televant aeetioas of the Bill to 
amend the Immigrants Regulation 
‘Act, 1913, which is now before

Mr, Bunting In Danger Of 
Losing His Seat 


‘Mr. P. B. Bunting, who was 
elected Natives’ Representa 
for the Cape Western constitu- 
ency at a by-election in Novem- 
‘ber last year to fill fa vacancy 
caused by the unseating of Mr. 
Sam Kaba under the Suppres- 
sion of Communism Act is now 
in danger of losing his seat. The 
report of the select ‘committee 
‘which inquired into the case of 
Mr. Bunting, was released for 
publication last week. The com- 
mittee found that Me. Bunting’s 
name appeared on the list in the 
‘custody of the liquidator appoint- 
ed under the Suppression of 
‘Communism Act; that there were 
no circumstances which would 
justify the removal of bis name 
from che list; that he was an 
olfice-bearer, member and active 
supporter of the Communist 
Party of South Africa; that before 
the promulgation of the Suppres- 
tion of Communism Act he pro- 
fessed to be a Communist; that 
before the promulgation of the 
‘Act be advocated, defended and 
encouraged the achievement of 
the objects of Communism as 
defined in the Act; and that be- 
fore and after the promulgation 
of the Act he advocated, defended 
‘and encouraged acts or omissions 
‘which were calculated to further 
the achievement of the objects of 
Communism as defined in the 
Act. ‘The first and third fading 
of the Committee were approved 
by the committee without divi- 
sions The committee divided 
fon all the otner findings. In all 
other cases the United Party 
members of the committee voted 
‘with the Government in support 
of the findings with Mes. V. My 
L, Ballinger (Natives! Representa 
tive, Cape Eastera) and Mr. Le 
Lovell (Labour, Benoni) voting 
in the minority.

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More Persons Banned 

‘Among further persons to be 
banned are Me, C, I. Ama, vice~ 
president of the Natal Indian 
Congress, secretary of three trade 
unions and an executive member 
of the Durban Tradesand Labour 
Council. Mr. Amra bas been 
ordered by the Minister of Jus- 
tice, Mr. C. R. Swart, to resign 
within 30 days—both 25 2 mem- 
ber and an office-holder—from 
the tade unions to which he 
belongs and from the Natel In- 
Congress, He has also been 
forbidden to be a, member of four 
organisations, includig the South 
African India Congress and the 
‘African Natoinal Congress and 
forbidden membership or active 
part in any trade union registered 
under the Industrial Conciliatir + 
Act. It is stated by the Not 
Indian and the African National 
Congress that the present “ban 
ning” notice is wider in scope 
than those hitherto issued. Pre 
usly people were forbidden 10 
attend gatherings tw which the 
public hadaccess. To the present 
order Mr. Amra is forbidden 
from attending “any gathering."

Piet Huyser, in Johannesburg, 
national organiser of the Amal- 
gamated Building Trade Workers 
of South Africa. Ms. Huyser

Section Two—Origins OF 

Discrimination In S.A. 

The Brst White settlement was 
established in South Afeica 300 
years ago by the Dutch East In

This little incident 300 years 
age i cited less for its importance 
than for its significance: It was 
to et the pattern for centuries of 
cruel conquest and dispossession 
of the African inbabitants by the 
expanding White settlers.

For the Grst 150 years, how- 
ever, the expansion of the White 
settlement at the Cape was re- 
Lhtively slow, But in 1779 with 
the first major “Kaffe Was"? 
Kaffe” is a vulgar term of 
contempt used by the Whites to 
describe Africans) began that long 
series of ruthless and incredibly 
savage wars of aggression against 
the African people which did not 
end until the close of the sine- 
teenth century, indeed, in a 
sense, has not ended yet.” South, 
African history books list nize 
“Kaffie Wars" conducted by the 
Cape Colony against the African 
people on the Eastern frontier. 














The dates are: 1779, 1789, 1799, 
1812, 1818, 1834, 1846, 1850, 
1877. 


This ist does not include the 
long series of aggressive wars 
conducted from 1840 to. 1906 yto 
conquer and subjugate the Zulu 
people of Natal.

HE tnlks between the Prime 

inistess of India and 
Pakistan ended in a bopeful 
note, The joint communique, 
issued by th>'two Prime Mi 
tes on coxclusion of their 
fabulations in New Delhi, 
showed tht no particular ad 
vance was made iu regard to 
reitliog ,ccetaia preliminary 
iscues lite number of troops to 
be kept on each side, which 
has come in the way of rolution 
fhrough the past years. But 
distinct advacce was made in 
firing time-licait to appoint » 
plsbiccite | administentor and 
aettling thé preliminary igcues. 
Both the countries ageced to 
appoint a Pebiccite Adminic- 
tator for the whole of Kasbasir 
State before, April 1954, through 
the Goreroment of Kashmir 
and settle pecliminary issues 
daring the interval. It was 
further decided to appoint

last week’ in October. Now that we are thinking of 
him, the time has come to quote again the best passage from 
Henry Thoreau’s famous essay on the duty'of civil disobedience, 
an essay that influenced Mahatma Gandhi, 

“Under a government which imprisons any unjustly, the 
true place for a just man is also a prison. The proper place 
to-day, the only place which this State” has provided for her 
freer and less desponding spirits is in her prisons......1t is there 
that the fugitive slave, the Mexican prisoner on parole, and the 
Indian come to plead the wrongs of his race should find them; 
on that separate, but more free and honourable ground where 
the State places those that are not with her but against ber— 
the only’house in a slave State in which a free man can al 
with honour, If any think that ‘their influence would be lost 
there, and their voices no longer afflict the ear of the State, that 
they would not be an enemy within its walls, they do not know 
by how much truth is stronger than error, nor how much more 
eloquently and effectively he can combat injustice who has ex- 
perienced a little in his own person.” 

Who was the writer of those memorable words? Henry 
‘Thoreau was an American who died in 1862 at the age of 45. 
He left for posterity a book, "Walden," and a number of essays. 
He was asort of anarchist who did not believe in organised 
government and who lived a quiet life in Massachu- 
setts, When he was arrested for not paying his poll tax, he 
went to prison as'a protest against the use of public money for 
the American war against Mexico, He firmly believed that a” 
man could live his own inner life in the midst of a society de- 
manding very different moral values.

What better day can 
we have, to do a 
little heart searching than 
to-day, the day when a man 
was born to die so that 
others may live happily?

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go too, so that the prisons 
would not be big enough to 
hold us all, To those who 
are still asleep-it may seem 
an impossibility, ‘but .Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, proved to us 
that it can happen.

come forward more than half way 
to meet them and tbus prove that 
Tiberalism in fact transcends all 
barriers of race, colour, caste or 
past personal frictions, The sum 
of all our pre tory puts 
the onus for the first moves on 
the White-created party. 

‘And T would fortify this appeal 
by two practical considerations. 
First, that a so far as the Liberal 
Party is holding back ia order to 
try and bring White opinion along, 
swith it, there is one further point 
to be made, The liberal argument 
hhas never been, as Mr. Neame 
asserted in last month's ‘Forum,’ 
that its policies would lead 10 
racial harmony—but that they 
might. Liberats believe that liber 
alism is morally right and pra 
tically possible, and that all other 
solutions so far offered lead to 
jer moral or material disaster 
or to both. But if the liberal 
argument is to be sustained, it 
requires some visible evidence, 
which the Liberal Party bas so 
far failed to provide, that a 
genuine White liberal policy will 
evoke a significant non-Whi 
Liberal response. Secondly, there 
is the obvious danger that, if the 
present policy and leadership of 
the Congresses should become 
discredited by failure and che 
bitterness result 


















































nationalism or Marxism or both 
—and from the hatreds of & 
country divided between White 
and Black implacably opposed on 
racial and ideological grounds no 
pesceful solution will ever emerge, 
hor one that will benef either 
White of Black. For White 
‘domination on present terms leads 
toa future of increasing strife 
and failing confidence with time, 
numbers and world opinion all 
combining against the one-fifth 
minority group to deprive them 
of any hope of a successful out- 
come, And Black domination

and cultural standards. 

In its first five months of in- 
dependent existence the Liberal 
Party has done much good, come 
pelling the discussion of matters 
usually evaded or suppressed, 
declating itself firmly and sensibly 
ona number of practical prob- 
Tems—e.g. compulsory residential 
segregation, the pig-headed 
jus 
Scheme, the industria} colour ba 
‘Banta’ education, the Swart 
Acts, the Suppression of Com- 
munism Act ete, Inevitably lack- 
ing ical and sociological 
experience, it will need a litte 
Tonger to work out its detailed 
progeamme on some of the more 
complicated issues, We who with 
it well are not impatient with 
these delays. But T would finally 
urge it not to look back too much 
to 1833 oF even 1909. So much 
has happened since the old Cape 
Liberal tradition was a living force 
—tWwo world wars allegedly fought 
for human rights and_liberti 























dependence and the racially op- 
pressed loosing their chains, con- 
trasting with the progeessive with- 
drawal of non-European rights 
‘snd opportunities in this country 
through 1909, 1913, 1936 and 
finally’ 1948-53—that_ we must 
Acastically re-iaterpeet that trad 
tion ia the light of today's condi- 
tions, 

The past never stands still and 
the old Cape liberals themselves 
koew it. Things have bappened 
in South Africa that they mever 
foresaw. The future of the Uni 
will be decided in the new urban, 
industrial areas where nearly 2 
million Whites and some 38 
million noo-Whites have to live 
and work ‘side by side, where 
differences of status and treat 
ment are only too painfully ob- 
vious, and where most non-Whites 
five ia astate of squalor, home 
Tessness and disease that threatens 
the whole community as much as 
it ‘degrades the victins. These 
latter provide the main bulk of 
Congress supporters. The events 
of the last five years and others 
now foreshadowed have linked 
their future indissolubly with that 
of the Congresses. ‘Together they 
will make or break South Africa 
And 50, for the future of all of us 
and its own integrity of purpose, 
the Liberal Party must try at 
once to overcome any remaining 
reluctance to pledge itself to the 
full democratic goal and any 
hhesitation to commit itself in open 
sympathy with the Congresses, 
Tf itdoes these two things—per- 
bhaps does them at its Nationsl 
Committee meeting while these 
words aré being printed—it will 
challenge the Canprestes to rise 
sbove their owa paralysiog dis: 
trust and meet it opealy om the 
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basis of constructive liberalism, 
where men may differ bonestly 
bout timing and tactics but not 
about principles and goals. And 
so both sides would grow ia 
Stature and political maturity, 
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sowing the seeds of a new South 
‘Africa with a future more bope~ 
fal than the whirlwind that 
others seem determined we should 
reap.

HE United Party's

Now that peace bas broken 
out, at least temporarily in Korea,

The steategic picture 
is reminiscent of Chioa during 
the period of the Japanese occu- 
pation, The Frencb, like the 
Japanese, hold the main cities and 
lines of communication; while 
large areas of the countryside are 
in the hands of the Vieuminh, just 
as most of the Chinese country: 
tide was in the bands of the 

Chinese guerillas. Although the 

French bave the planes and the 

tanks to bold the heavily popu- 

lated centres, they are virtually 
powerless against resourceful 
enemy forces that roelt away and 
hide in caves and hillsides, 
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French casualties bave been 
heavy—the number of officers 
alone|wiped out every year bas 
been equal to the entire gra- 
dvating class at the best French 
military academy of St. Cyr. To. 
the end, of last year, the war cost 
France, 3,600 million dollars, 
more than the total American aid. 
to France since the beginning of 
the Marshall plan. No wonder 
that the French people are in 
revolt against this situation. They 
are refusing to bear the heavy 
burden of taxation to support the 
war any longer. There are sigos 
ofa popular front being formed 
to stand firm against American 
pressure for continuation of this 
colonial war. “When we give the 
French money," declared Presi 
dent Eisenhower recently, “we

Long before that, indeed, the 
white man's days in Afeica would 
be over. And not only the white 
maan’s but the black man's also, 
For although the Black Nstional~ 
ists deeam of “Africa for the 
Africans," the Indian aim would 
be, after'a brief period of joiat 
rule, to make Africa an extension 
of India, in which case the Afri- 
can's place would certainly be 
that of the outcasts—the “de 
pressed classes” which India 
koows so well how to handle. 
Has she not 68,000,000 of ‘them

now, at once, this year, 
deadly threat. 

Before considering how he 
must do that, it may be worth 
while to consider the other lonper- 
term threat, that to Europe.

The Attempts 

Marathon 490 BC. wheo 
Greece saved herself and the 
future Europe against the ap- 
parently invineible Darius; the 
struggle of Rome against the 
Asiatics of Carthage which lasted 
from 264 to 146 B.C.; the defeat 
of the invading Huns at Chalons~ 
sur-Marne in 451 A.D.: Charles 
Martel’s victory at Roitiers over 
the Saracens, who had already 
crossed the Pyrenees from Spain 
into France, in 732 A.D. the 
calamitous defeat inflicted on the 
Emperor Diogenes at Manzikert 
io Asia Minor ia 1071 by Sultan 
Alp Arslan, “one of the wor 
disasters in’ European history,’ 
as the historian Crousset calls i 
the capture of Constantinople by 
the Turks on May 29, 1453. And 
now, after another 500 years, 
Asia is making another attempt. 

For if, by the end of this 

there are 200 million Asia- 

tics ia Africa, the southern flank 
of Europe will bave been turned 
with a vengeance, and it will be 
Goubiful if Europe west of the 
Elbe and north of the Medirer- 
ranean could long survive the 
double threat, from the south as 
‘well as from the east. 


















The Urgency 

To go further, and ask whether 
our civilisation, thus reduced to 
North America with diminutive 
outposts ia Austealasia, could sur- 
vive, oF would add one more to 
the list of several extinct civilisae 
tions, is perhaps. too speculative. 
Let us tuea back, then, (0 
immediate threat 10 us’ now i 
Afcica, 

‘The European ip sub-Saharan 
Afeica, and especially ia East and 
Centeat Africa, “has to face a 
menace geaver than any that bas 
preceded it. It is so urgent that 
Even to postpone decisive action 
for two years may be fatal: to 
stand aside for five years almost 
certaialy would be, 

‘The All-India Congress, which 
had been proscribed—as the 
Kenya African Union is now 
proscribed—was allowed to revive 
iteelf officially in 1934, Tn 1936-7 
Me. Nebru was its president, 
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giving it the best goverament it 
had ever had in all history, for 
close on 200 years; and they bad 
the immense advantage of cen- 
tcalised direction and government. 
‘They lefe India in 1947. 


Unaware 

In Africa the European de- 
fenders of Western civilisation 
are few in numbers, separated 
into small groups, and almost 
entirely unawake to the danger 





that threatens them. Even to write 
plainly, as this article is written, 
about the danger is regarded

A Woman’s' Appeal: Letter To Chief 
: Minister Of Madras 


[We reproduce the following from ‘The Hindustan Times’ because of its 
universal application and interest.—Ed 1.0.] 
R. C, RAJAGOPALACHARI, Chief Minister, Madras, bas sent tht 
M following to us for publication: “1 would like to share with the public,” 
he says “the following letter I recéived from a lady whose name and 
‘address I should not give.” 

‘The letter says: - 

“1 heard your advice to the Custodian Force bound for Korea, over the radio, 
with special interest, because my husband happens to be amongst those who are 
going. I thought it was the best of the messages given to them before their de- 
parture—it had.a personal human touch. But, if you would permit me to say 
so, the message would have been still more fitting if you had included the subject 
of drink also in it. 





I wonder why you did not advise them to be moderate at least, in drinks, if 
not completely abstemious. Do you think they need alcohol to keep their spirits 
up even when they are going ona peaceful mission? 

Drink has been and is the greatest evil of all times. It has been responsible 
for the breaking up of more homes than any other single factor. Drink has ruined 
the life and happiiiess of thousands of women all over the world, whose husbands 
are’addicted to it, It is responsible for more crimes and accidents in modern times 
than we think, It is a disease deep-rooted especially in the army. Why cannot 
probibition be enforced in the army also? 





“1 have often wished it would be. When armies go overseas where drinks 
are available at very cheap rates and there is no one (especially a wife) to probibit 
them from indulging in drinks, they are naturally tempted to consume more than 
is good for them, It is not only, dangerous to health, but also to life itself, because 
after a heavy bout of drinking, mau lacks in co-ordination and is incapable of clear 
thinking or any action that needs co-ordination, as for instance, driving. Any 
army officers invariably drive home themselves after booze parties. You can very " 
well imagine the great danger of handling a vehicle in that fuzey state of mind and 
ona dark night. It is just then they think they are the ablest of drivers and try 
to excel their skill in speeding. 

Besides this risk, there is another which is equally great, if not greater. You, 
Sir, have fold our ‘men not to look at women, but without advising them to abstain 
from drinks also, What is the use? It is drink that makes them want women and 
it is next to impossible for them to keep away from women after drinking. The 
‘manifold dangers of going to women ean well be imagined and I have no doubt 
-that there are plenty such women too out ia Korea. Not all men have such will-

Now this “place-putting" policy 
is in direct contravention of one 
of the terms of the 1927 Cape 
Town Agreement by which the 
Union accepted responsibility for 
the welfare, education and up! 
ofits resident Indian population. 
And it is this breach of a pact 
between two virtually sovereign 
States which gives India her 
legitimate pretext to interfere in 
South Aftiea's domestic affairs. 1 
do do not think she is correct” (in 
view of the Charter's baa on 
Toternal interference) or wise to. 
it the Union annually at UNO, 
inc she consolidates White 
opinion in that country behind 
the more reactionary policies 
without achieving any positive 
amelioration of the Indian minor- 
ity’ fot. But her right to con- 
tinue to press South Africa to 
fulfil obligations the latter freely 
accepted in 1927 cannot be gain- 
said and this exposes the fallacy 
underlying Dr.” Malan’s unfor- 
tunate remark quoted io the fi 
spstageaph of this article. White 
South Aftica in general and the 
Nationalist Party (which Dr. 
‘Malan leads) ia patticular have 
fot been generous in. interpreting 
their legal and morat obligations 
towards non-Whites. Dr, Malan, 
now Premier, then Minister of 
the Toterior, was his Govern~ 
ment’s signatory to the Cape 
Town Agreement in 1927, - He 
should, therefore, kaow better. 

‘When consideiog the policies 
‘by which the Whites sought to 
piit the Indisns in their place, it 












































important to remember that, 
ice 1896, Indians have been 
without the parliamentary fran- 
cise (except the tiny Indian 
community ia the cemi-liberal 
Cape) and that they lost the 
municipal franchise in Natal in 
1924, Africans do participate in 
the elections of three (White) 
members of the Assembly and 
four (White) senator a 
members repretenting 8} million 
Africans‘against 206 representirg, 
24 million Whites—though in 
municipal aGairs Afvicans are as 
helpless as Indians, Residential 
segregation was theoretically 
applied to Indians sigce 1885 in 
the Transvaal and trade licensing 
in Natal since 1896, But the 
early regulations were fitfully and 
inefficiently, administered and 
many Indians got rouad the law 
by a variety of ingenious methods 
bogus (benami) companies with 
dummy White direc'ors, tortuous 
eases and sub-leases ete. During 
the twenties and early 

when the failure of repatriation 
wes becoming apparent, Natal 
aad the Transvaal began to tighten 
up thele discrimi 

Indians. Segeegation and trade 
licensing are closely connected 
because, though a number of 
wealthy Indians were “pene- 
trating «White residential areas 
(particularly ia Durban) and de+ 
valuing properties by theie pro- 
pinquity, the reaction to this was 
less concentrated (though co le:

Who Won The Two World Wars? 


INCE 1914, thanks to persistent propaganda, it has cdme to be accepted 

S that the two World Wars were ideological ones, and not the usual mere 

mercenary conflicts. And this happened notwithstanding the plain facts 

that after the first of these wars the Allies ffilched some 43,000 square miles of 

territory from Germany, while in the second War large tracts of land in the east 
were again taken from her, and many niations profited by these confiscations, 

‘An ideological war surely pre-supposes the object of super-imposing the iders 

of the conqueror on the vanquished. .Taking this as a basis, could not Germany 

make a very good-case that she won both wars? Let us consider @ few points:

2.-It appears to be customary in great world movements to put two extremes 
before the people in order ta love one and hate the other, and so we find God and 
the Devil i ion, Hitler recognised this and selected the Jew for his “Devil.” 


‘The Allies have now slavishly followed him and have nominated Communism for 
theirs. 








3 In “Mein Kampf," Hitler advocates “frightfulness” in war as being most 
humane in the end as it shortens the conflict. Italy followed suit in the Abyssinian 
War with poison, gas, and America did the same in Japan with atont bombs.

Native languages indigenous to 
the Union. 

(2) Avy broadeasts in In- 
dian dialects must, therefore, 
be considered ax ‘concessions 
from time to time, and not 35 
forming precedents for the 
future; and 

13) The Board does not see 
ita way open to extending the 
Indian broadcast sessions at 
prasent conducted from the 
Corporition’s Durban studios. 

“We trust that the above will 
enable you (9 see the position 
in its proper perspective and 
that you will fully appreciate 
that in view of the cireum- 
stances, it is not possible for us

New Control Of Immigeation 
In Contral African 
Federation 

The interim Federal Govern 
ment of Central Africa is reported 
to have taken over immigration 
into the Federal State. In a 
statement celeased recently, it is 
stated that since the coming into 





effect of the Federation there * 


have beea indications that the 
‘economic balance both in regard 
to classes of perzons entering and 
the types of employment they 
hhave entered is likely to be affect 
ed unless certain conteols are 
exercised. Tt is contemplated that 
a comprehensive Federal Immi- 
gration Bill will be introduced in. 
the Federal Assembly as early 3s 
possible next year, but until then 
it is considered proper for the 
Federal Government to take over 
certain immigration powers im- 
mediately. The Immigration Re+ 
xgulatiogs, 1953, which are_pub- 
lished in the Federal and Terri- 
torial Gazettes, provide that the 
ster of Internal Affairs, with 
authority to make rules for the 
setting up of selection boards and 
prescription of quotas in regard 
fo the number of persons which 
may be permitted to enter the 
Federation from any specific 
couotry or group of countries 
during any specific period. The 
_Federal Minister of Internal, 
‘Alfairs does not propose to take 
any immediate action on this 
basis, but the power hos been 
given to him under the regula~ 
tions in case the need arises be- 
fore-the general policy of immi 
gation can be debated in the 
Federal Assembly. In addutic 
the regulations provide the 
ter with power to declare any 
person or class of persons to be un 
Gestiable inbabitants on econom 
grounds, or on account of sta 
Gards or habits of life, Thi 
power is similar to the existing 
Provision in the Southern Rho- 
Gesia and Northern Rhod 
Jaws, but practice in_ operating 
it bas not been uniform;. also, 
there is no similar prc

The Institute's conviction is 
that in any democratic state the 
conferment of the franchise can 
be determined only by the capa- 
bility of the person to exer 

that right. Such capability is in 
no way affected by the colour’ of 
bis akin. The denial of the right 
to properly qualified persons (or 
ita curtailment) simply om the 
ground of their colour is there- 
fore undemocratic and unjusti- 
able. The Tostitute believes that 
this follows logically from the 
aeceptanee of the values and 
principles of Western democracy. 
‘The curtailment of rights is par- 
ticularly unjust 

the Cape Coloured people who do 
not differ in tradition, language, 
culture of interest from Euro- 
pean who have full franchise 
rights.

‘The alternative position which 
the Tostitute regards as no less 
uadericable is one ia which a 
racially ~ sectional group would 
find iteelf permanently in a small 
misority in Parliament, in which 
case its power to further the 
faterests of the Cape Coloured 
people would prove futile, The 
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existenee of such a group in Par- 
Tiament would mean that other 
members of Parliament would 
throw the entire burden of repre~ 
seating Coloured interests upon 
it but, as a small minority, I 
would be unable to affect legis 
Ihtive o administeative action to 
any sigaificant degree. Thib is 
‘what has occurred since the Cape. 
Africans were placed upon a 
‘separate roll. The three Native 











presentatives have come to be 
regarded as the protectors of 
‘African interests and other mem- 





‘bers of Parliament have tended to 
diveat themselves of responsibility. 

Tt seems hardly necessary to 
‘add that, should the establishment 
of a communal register for the 
Coloured people be combined 
with a limitation of the ight of 
their elected representatives to 
vote in Parliament upon all issues, 
that would be a form of 
chisement which they have done 
nothing to deserve ‘and which 
they could not but resent very 
bitterly, 





‘After 100 years of the exercise 
9f normal democratic rights thece 
canbe no doubt that the Cape 
Coloured people are, and have 
been, considered, to be adequate- 
ly qualified to exercise the fran- 
chise on the common roll. Ia 
fact, the Tostitute goes further and 
suggests that the maintenance of 
civilized principles in South Afe 
‘ca demands the extension of the 
Cope Coloured franchise to the 
Northern Provinces, on the same 
basis as in the Cape Province and 
the enfranchisement of Cape 
Coloured women. 








‘The Institute therefore is com- 
pletely opposed to any measure 
which would transfer Coloured 
eters from the common roll 10 
a comunal register, Tt would 
oppose such a transfer no less 
strongly if the Coloured franchise 
were to be widened by the in- 
clusion of women and extended 
to Provinces to which at present 
it is not applicable. Nor would 
the objections of the Iastiwte be 
removed by an increase in the 
umber of communally elected 
representatives, or yet if Sec- 
ns 26 (0) 20d a8 (0) of the 
South Africa Act were to be 
amended 20 a3 to enable Coloured 
persons to sit and vote in either 
for both of the Houses of the 
Union Parliament. Evea in the 
uuolikely event that the Coloured 
community were, by means of a 
referendum, to express itself az 
agteeable (0 transfer to a com- 
munal register on defined condi 
tions the Snstituie would still 
deprecate such a change as ua~ 
desirable in the interests of the 
country asa whole, In fact, the 
majority of the Coloured com- 
snutity is knowa to be resolutely 
opposed (o the supgested transfer, 
and the Institute expresses the 
‘earnest hope that the Commission, 
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ia its deliberations, will give due 
weight to the importance of ‘con 

“dering not only the interests bul 
also the feelings and susceptibili: 
ies of the people whom its _re- 
commendstites will affect. The 
Toutitute is concerned fo promote 
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jinter-racis!_barmony and good 
vaderstanding, and is firmly pee~ 
guaded that nothing but evil to 
the future of Sout Africa could 
ult from the exacerbation of 
inter-racial tensions.

emphasising the fact that medicines are seldom necessary in the treatinent 
health in a healthy community. The sane view should be to take all availnble 
measures in our power to prevent disease and not to accept its periodic visitations 
as inevitable, Lam convinced that one of the main functions of the medical prac- 
titioner should be the giving of advice as to the best measures which should 
taken to avoid illness and thereby maintain a state of positive physical and mental 
health, A very considerable part of minor illnesses from which we suffer year 
after year is due entirely to our own way of living and is in many cases completely 
preventable. An outstanding example of this at the present time is food poi 

Ing. ‘The vast majority of these cases are entirely preventable if any one connected 

With the preservation and handling of food took ordinary sensible precautions 

against contamination. In the same way if each individual took similar sensible 

precautions regarding his own health and avoided over-indulgence in eating, drink- 

Ing and smoking and took proper exercise, how much of the minor ilinesses to 

which we are so prone might be avoided? 



























Of course this type of advice is not popular with the average patient who 
feels that the doctor is putting the responsibility back on him of curing himself 
when in fact the doctor should be doing it through the medivm of bottles of 
medicine and pills!" 








‘The Editor of ‘Daily Graphic! (London) in which the above speech was pub- 
lished writes: 

“Get a few peopje together and sooner or later they will talk about their ill- 
nesses-—or their children’s. Note they do not discuss how to avoid disease. It is 
symptoms and treatments that interest them, not health and how to keep it, One 
ef the aims of the national health service is to prevent illness. But prevention 
should begin in the home, not in the éoctor’s surgery. Its secret is simple— 
sensible living and wise precautions. Dr, Lord Moran drew attention to the need 
for educating the public in health matters, That need is urgent. The warm 
weather is bringing increased risks from infected food. How many people reali 
the importance of absolute cleanliness in handling food stuffs? Dr. Lord Moran

.U.N. ON S.A.’s. RACIAL QUESTION 


THE United Nations Commis 

~ sion to inquire into the racial 
tituation of the Union of South 
Africa will continue ro function 
fas a scezult of a resolution sub- 
mitted by the Special Political 
Committee and approved by the 
General Astembly last Tuesday. 

‘At ike same time the General 
Assembly rejected a new  resolu~ 
tion submitted by South Africa 
which challenged the competence 
Of the United Nations to inter- 
Vene in the domestic affairs of 
the Union. 

‘The United States, which had 
voted for the United Nations’ 
competence in the matter In the 
‘Special Political Committee, ab- 
‘tained in today's voting, “Brie 
‘ain, Austealia, Belgium, Colom- 
bia, France, Greece and Luxemn- 





bourg voted with South Africa. 

When the Ceneral Assembly 
met in plenary session, Mr. G. 
P. Jooste, leader of the South 
African delegation, made a new 
challenge to the competence of 
the United Nations (© intervene 
in South Africa's domestic afiairs. 

‘He submitted a new resolution 
declaring that the “General As- 
sembly, having regard to Arti 
two, paragraph seven, of the 
United Nations Charter, decide 
that it hss.no competence 10 
adopt tho 17:Power deafe resolu 
ton.” 

‘The 17-Power resolution, ap- 
proved by the Special Political 
Comiittee, extends the life of

‘Mr, Rajeshwar Dayal, of India, 
said that after prolonged dis- 
cusslon ia which every aspeet of 
the matter was thoroughly ex- 
plored, the Special Political 
Committee had adopted, by 2 
lacge majority, the I7-power re- 
solution.

REACTION ON APARTHEID IN S.A. 


MERICANS still do aot un. 
derstand why White people in 
South Africa persist in apartheid 
im the face of almost 
world condemnation, 
De. Ray E, Phillips, director of 
the Jan Hofmeyr School of Social 
Work, told. a Rotary Club funch 
meeting in Johannesburg last 
week 

He was describing bis impres- 
sions of a 13 months’ tour of 
America, during which he visited 
44 States. 

“To individuals and groups I 
pointed out, as objectively as T 
‘could, the reasons, as I see them, 
why the South African Govera- 
ment takes the line that it does. 

“11 explained that the apartheid 
policy is believed in influential 
quarters to be backed by scientific 
proof that the Black man's brain 
is inferior to that of the White. T 
pointed out that, after all, the 
‘American record of race relations, 
‘especially the treatment of the 
Red Indians up to, say 50 years 
ago, was similar to that of the 
Nationalists in this country. 

“1 believe that Americans were 
somewhat relieved to hear that 
supporters of the preseat Govern= 
‘ment policy really believed that 
they have a este: that some of 
them, at least, are honest and 
fincete in their conviction that 
apartheid is the only solution for 
the race problem here. 

This is not to yay that 
‘Americans ate anything less than 
highly eritieal of aay racial policy 
based on forced separation of 



































individuals from one another with- 
out their full consent and eo- 
operation.’ 

Te was becoming generally 
recognised, said De. Phillips, that 
White people must leara quickly 
to live amicably with the rest of 
the world if they were (0 survive, 

“And the majority of world 
citizens happea to be son-Whit 
who react violently against Whi 
folk claiming superio 
of skin pigmentation, oF present 
cultural oF political status. 

“Americans are very apprehen- 

ive, I believe, that policies which 
endanger Whit 
part of the world are bound to 
feact against White fol the werld 

People in the United States 
could not understand why, whea 
racial tensions were lessening in 
America it should be the revecse 
in South Africa. 
| The Black-White race problen 
in Ameries had disappeared, 
Negroes were being accepied 
practically everywhere today as 
American citizens, 

‘They are, of course, fully inte- 
grated in all of the armed forces 
they eat in public restaurants, 
sleep in the same Pullman cars 
as Whites, attend the same 
theatres, are admitted to the 
same universities and colleges, 
‘Tui right to vote ie challesped 
no longer, even in the deep South, 

“The change is not complete 
everywhere, but it is changing so 
rapidly that I was amazed. Black- 
White tensions still exist, but 
they are taking their place 3% one 
of the very minor groans oF 
‘gripes! of American life,”

Now this, says Dr. Donges, 
constitutes a concession special (0 
the Indians, Under it they eojoy 
‘a ight not shared by any other 
section or group of the South 
‘Afeican community.” (4135) And 
Tala sorry ta sepert that the 
cotire Assembly, except Mrs. 
Ballinger and Me. Buatiag, lapped 
vp this casu'stry that the Tedians 
hnad got away with a special and 
Specific privilege. But what is 
the nature of the privilege? That 
our Indian population were allow- 
fed the right, enjoyed by all other 
groups of our population, to 
ny where they will and to 
bring their wives and children 
heres the particularity of the 
“concession” being that to them, 
alone of “polygamous sects," is 
such a right permitted—but only 
their eiarciage is ja fact mono~ 
famous. Now here T wish to 
spose finally of the deliberate 
red bercing of polygamy. Although 
Islam aed india theoretically 
permit it, it is a dying practice 
among avery small ‘minority in 
India today; 2s Mr. Bunting 
correctly said (4179), there were 
never more than a bandful of 
Tndian polygamists resident in 
this couatry and there are none 
today. Therefore, Dr. Donges! 
emphasis on the exceptional 
turefof the “concession” to poly: 
ists has absolutely no prac 
cance whatever.

13 months, bit they suddenly 
spurted sharply after the Minis- 
ter's announcement of February 
10, since when some 900 have 
fed to beat the ban. So Dr. 
Donges' 7} years includes peak 
period at each end. On the other 
hhand, inthe 25 years for which 
accurate statistics are available 
(18-27 to 31-12-52) a total of 
17,224 wives and children have 
entered the Union—an annual 
average of 320 women and 360 
children, Since not ail these were 
actually new immigeants and since 
during the same period 16,952 
Tadians retuened to India ender 
the assisted repatriation scheme, 
Indian immigeation under the 
1914 "concession" cannot be ssi 
to have made any significant con~ 
teibution to the increase of our 
Indian population from about 
170,000 in. 1927 0 365,000 to- 
day. Mr. Bunting | quoted 
soine of these figures in the de- 
bate, but Dr. Donges brushed 
them contemptuously aside: “The

Under the nev arrsnge- 
ment the Gezira Board continued 
to receive a 20 per cent. share of 
the cotton soles, subject to a 
maximum of LE. 1,125,000. 
Anything beyond this figure was 
to be divided equally, eve ball 
to the Board's reserves and one 
Inalf to the Teoan’s reserves, Tt 
was further decided that when 
‘each of there rererve funds reached,

325,000 maximum allo- 
cated to Social Development and 
Research, There figures naturally 
showed a considerable reduction, 
‘when compared with the gross 
shore of the Companies, which 
reached nearly 23 million Egyptian 
pounds ia 1947/48, Ay. there 
concessiovary companies played 
an important part in the develop 
ment of the scheme worth 
recalling this fact, in view of

THE TRADITIONAL SOUTH AFRICAN WAY OF LIFE 


By PATRICK DUNCAN 


‘among ideas may mean) is nothing more than the traditional South African 

way of life. In particular the Group Areas Act is often defended on this 
gground—that law that enables a power-drunk minority first to expropriate other 
groups and then to possess itself of the spoils. 

They are right—the Group Areas Act ¢s traditional, of the tradition of the old 
frontier wars, wars ol extermination, which we should long ago have learnt to put 
behind us. 

Listen to this story, told by Stow int his classic “The Native Races of South 
“(on pp 175-177) From about 1770 the whites on the one hand, and the 
Bantu on the other, had been sending commandoes against the Bushman tribe: 

the original owners of the land of all South Africa. These expeditions were like 
hunting forays against wild beasts—they exterminated any Bushmen that they 
found, In addition they often took the women and children of the Bushmen to 
make slaves of them, Then, in 1814, two mission stations were set up to collect 
some of the scattered Bushmen, and to teach them agriculture so that they need 
no longer steal the stock of others, One was at Towerberg near Colesberg, and 
another was at Hephaibah in the same district. In a few months no fewer thin 
1,700 Bushmen had taken refuge at these two stations, They stopped stealing 
and learned “to cultivate with the inherent energy of their race.” But they were 
not allowed to remain long in peaceful possession of these lands. “Too many 
greedy eyes were set upon the fountains which watered the fertile fields they had 
been taught to.sow. In 1816 some differences arose between the resident mission- 
ary of Towerberg and some of the neighbouring farmers......respecting the seicure 
of some children belonging to the station, ‘This disagreement became the pretext 
for the suppression of the missions; the fieldcornet van der Walt was against the 
missions, and had reported unfavourably about them to the Janddrost. No speci 
charges appear to have been made, nor was any investigation instituted. A. kind 
of general assertion was made that the collection of so many savages so near the 
colonial border was a menace to the peace of the colony. Poor Bushmen! Tih 
colonial border advanced upon them, not they towards the frontier line. “This 
however mattered not, (the Governor) merely stated that he was under the ol 
tion of recalling the missionaries within the limits of the colony, as these Bush- 
men institutions were detrimental to its interests......About 3$19-20 the greater 
part of the mission Bushmen were either killed or frightened away by the great 
influx of Boers in that year. : 

There follows the description of what happened to them’ by 'Na’ 
last Bushman captain of the Towerberg. It is a story of geno

WE come then to the first Cape 
INV’ ‘Town (Malan-Sastri) agree- 
nent of 1927. De. Donger devotes 
3 column of Hansard to rebutting 
the Indian claim that this agree 
ment. confirmed the 1914 “"conces~ 
sion.” Having shown quite clearly 
that it did that very thing, be 
‘comestothe astonishing conclusion 
(Gwhich he bad the opportunity to 
correst before Hansard was pub- 
ished) that “ie is clear from thi 

| that the claim that the concession 
‘was conferred by the Cape Town 
dereement cannot be sustained.” 

_ (140-1) The Minister then spent 
‘2 great deal of time explaining 

that the agreement was not a 

treaty (which India bas never 

aimed), was not an international 

Sereement (which is much more 

doubtful), but was only “a atate- 

ment of policy or “an agreed 
communique.” (4141) Dr. Malan. 
himself described it in 1927 as 

Hgot an agreement in the ordinary 

sense" but “an honourable and 

fendly understanding," from 
bich he immediately proceeded 
to remove the “bonour"” by de- 
claring that South Africa was in 
tbo way bound by it. A strange 

Sgeeement indeed and our inter- 

pretation of it is hardly calculated 

To eahance our interaational re 

putation. 





























But the agreement, of what- 
ever it was, did three things rele- 
aut to. this article: it confirmed 
the 1914. “concession” about 
wives and childrea; undertook 
Yat the Indian and Union Gov- 
‘eroments would co-operate (0 try 
Sod repattiate our Indians; and 
Sczepted responsibility on belialf 
Of the Union for the “uplift” of 
Ghatever Tadians remained bere 
permanently. Nothing now said 
by sey Nationalist sophist can 
explain away the plain fact thar 
the “Nationalist Government of 
1927 confirmed the 1914 “conces~ 
‘Sion’ unconditionally and linked 
that confirmation with the im- 
plementation of the Reciprocity 
Resolution of the Imperial War 
Conference of 1918. Pace Dr. 
Donges, the present Bill is a 
‘breach of the Cape Town agree- 
ment and of our acceptance of 
the Reciprocity Resolution; and it 
remains a breach whether the 
‘agreement"” was ap agreement oF 
someting else, even if the "con~ 
Eession was confirmed not cons 
ferred in 1927 and 1918, Once 
‘again we baye a Nationalist Gove 
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ernment breaking its word given 
on bebalf of South Africa. As to 
the Muplife" clause, we know how 
far it has been honovred or other- 
wise. And so I pass bastily to 
Dr. Danges’ allegation that re~ 
patriation broke down because 
India failed to co-operate. "Tt is 
‘a matter of history today that as 
‘2 result of the reception which 
the first few batches had in 
India, the whole scheme came to 
nought.” (4145) Now Dr. Donges’ 
Sifficulty here is not merely with 
me snd history, though we could 
tell him a thing or two, but with 
his own leader. Here is Dr. 
‘Malan, a Tittle later in the debate: 
“During the fiest three years 
the repatriation scheme was a 
success; it was very satisfactory, 
Opposition was then raised not, 
in the first jostance by India, but 
that opposition came from Indians 
in South Afries They set on 
foot am agitation against that 
repatriation, which caused the 
failure of the scheme.” (4163). 
‘Well, there we have it. If 


readers will recall that 1929 saw 
the Wall Street crash and that by 
1930 (Le. in the scheme’s third 
year) no Government in the world 
was able to meet itz economic 
commitments, they will under- 
stand, if they do nét fully con 
done, India’s failure thereafter to 
do more fer repatriates in. Indi 
‘Yet Dr, Malan has made it clear 
that agitation was already under 
way among Tadians. Why Be- 
cause theo about 80 per cent, and 
‘now about 95 per cent, were born 

‘this country and’ few know 
Indis; and secondly becaure, then 
and now, they are slightly better 
‘off bere economicatly than they 
might be in Todia. Hope of 
better economic conditions is the 
mainspring of all, even inden 
tured, immigeation. The Indi 
‘here have prospered fess than any 
other immigrant race. But there 
fsatill a small margin over the 
all-dndia average. At 1947 prices 
the average income per head for 
Tndiane in Natal outside Durban 
‘was £39 (White £156, rising to 
£250 in urban areas); ip Durban, 
itwas £21 per head for Todian 
Jabourers (about balf the Naral 
Tadian population). The alle 
Tadia figure was thea about 
£15. Even allowing that the 
Tadian peasant grows much of 
hhis own food and some of his 
clothes, our Indians are very 
slightly better off, even in Dur- 
ban.

Tam taking pleasure, however, 
inanswering your letter, firstly, 
because I believe you to have the 
interests of your nation at heart, 
even as I bave; secondly, because 
of your friendly attitude, when 
you might have been bit er, and 
thirdly, because of the ‘high 
quality’ of your literary style. 
Your mastery of the English 
Language fills mie with admiration, 
Ie is possibly common knowledge 
What for many years I have been 
‘trying to encourage the Zulu 
people to attain such a maitery of 
‘words a3 you have done. I gladly 
congratulate you oa your achieve- 
ment in acquiring near perfection

I would point out, however, 
that to carry weight, and I be- 
lieve ia the days to come you 
‘will carry weight, it will be wise 
{for you to follow the example of 
the great Mahatma and his son, 
the example of estential_truthful- 
ness, whether in giving forth 
faets, or withholding facts. I 
think, om reflection, you will re- 
collect that I asked you if you 
were the editor of an Indi 
newepaper, and you denied it. T 
asked yow if you were on the 
newspaper, and you denied 
‘Today, I understand that you 
wert tn fact at one time acting 
editor of ‘Iadian Opinion,’ and I 
see from your letter that you are 
sul a contributor, Were you 
ashamed of this? I think you 
thould have been proud of it. 


























Further, why, after explanation, 
do you seek ‘to maintain the 
pretence that this was a pub 
roeetiag? You were told that in- 
vitations had bea sent out by 
me.

Further, why do you scoff at my 
having invited Senator Nel and 
the other Natal Senatorsand Mem- 
bers of the Lower House?

Tthiok I have made it 
clear that T represent them all,

when Ireferred to the fact tha 
Twas told that I was dreaming, 
that Iwas mad, less than a year 
‘ago, when I said that I was going 
to try to get representation for 
the Bantu people of Zululand 
and Natal in the Lower House, 

the Provincial Council and in 
the Town Councils? And yet, 
so far from my ideas being mere 
dreams, etc, this matter has 
progressed so much that today 
there is a Commission sitting 
considering my representations in 
this matter. What the final result 
will be, who can say, but others 
are following my lead. Are not 
the Federal Party and the Liberal 
Party now preaching my gospel 
in this respect, with slight amend- 
ments? My ‘representations to 
the present Commission are that 
they now bave the opportunity 
of making provision for the re- 
presentation in the Lower House 
Of Parliament of all the non- 
European peoples of South 
Africa, who have no representa- 
tion there at present, sot only my 
people of Natal aod Zululand, 
but the Bantu people of the 
Transvaal and Free State, 65,000 
Coloured persons of the Trans~ 
vaal, and the Indian community, 
all of whom today have no repre: 
sentation at all in the House of 
Assembly. I believe the time 
has come when the question of 
Indian representation can be re- 
opened, Were you present when 
I said ‘that the Malanite cl 
that the Cape Coloureds are want- 
ing the new legislation should be 
put to the acid test, ie, do they 
want it or not?—by’ following. 
the New Zealand system, where 
the Maoris can take their choice 
as to whether their names are 
Put on to a common roll, or on a 
separate roll? There they have 
the two rolls, and can take their 
choice. That is the system 
New Zealand. It is voluntary. 
‘The Maori voters decide for 
themselves on which roll they 
will go, Why should this system 
not be applied in regard to the 
Cape Coloureds? Is there any- 
thing derogatory to human beings 
in this choice of which of two 
rolls? 





























T certainly do believe that the 
only possible method of getting 
representation for parliamentary 
morities is by communal re 
presentation, and I differ from 
the Communists, who say that.

‘stitution so that they may advance towards further self-government. 

“The first question I want to put to the Minister of State for Colonial Affairs 
is this: When is it proposed to introduce in this House legislation for the amend-

principle, an agreement had been reached. I was profoundly disappointed th: 
the Queen's Speech indicated no intention of introducing legislation for the amend- 
ment of the Gold Coast Constitution.

TI 
is why L insist not on a fixed 
sum of money but on a portion 
of the income or procedure, 
Viewed thus, the Sampattidan 
should aot appear burdensome 
toanybody. A maa does not 
feel the burden of his body, nor

donor more than his money. 
For the time being, there isthe 
safegunrd provided in. the S 
pattidaa pledge that T will in= 
steoct reeardiog the use of his 
rift.

Attention was drawn to the 
danger of such a proposal by Mr. 
G. P. Jooste, the leader of the

about the extension of the work 
of the commission to cover the 
field envisaged by Acticle 14 of 
the Charter were reflected in the 
result of the separate vote taken 
on that part of the resolution.
